So  does  outgoing  Sen.  Dean  Heller  actually  have  a  chance  to  be  Nevada’s  first-ever  Cabinet  secretary?  The 
answer,  from  what  I  can  discern,  is  a  solid  maybe. 

Heller  is  clearly  in  the  discussions  and  wants  the  job.  And  it’s  clear  from  this  piece  in  Politico  Pro  (paywall) 
this  AM  that  his  team  is  pushing  him  hard.  (Hey,  they  want  jobs,  too!) 


ZINKE  HEADS  TOWARD  THE  EXIT:  The  long-expected  announcement  that  Secretary  Ryan  Zinke  will 
depart  from  the  Interior  Department  at  the  end  of  the  year  now  kicks  off  the  guessing  game  about  who  will 
replace  the  former  Montana  congressman  atop  the  agency.  President  Donald  Trump  announced  Zinke's  exit 
in  a  tweet,  of  course,  and  said  he'd  reveal  a  replacementthis  week. 

Already  Rep.  Cathy  McMorris  Rodgers  (R-Wash.),  outgoing  Rep.  Raul  Labrador  (R-ldaho),  outgoing  Sen. 
Dean  Heller  (R-Nev.)  and  outgoing  Republican  Nevada  Gov.  Brian  Sandoval  have  been  named  as  potential 
picks.  But  people  inside  and  outside  the  industry  said  Trump  might  easily  give  the  job  to  Deputy  Secretary 

David  Bernhardt,  Pro's  Ben  Lefebvre  reports. 

Keep  in  mind:  Bernhardt,  who  is  a  former  lobbyist  with  years  of  Beltway  experience,  has  already  faced  a 
Senate  confirmation  fight.  Any  Zinke  replacement  will  face  a  new  Senate  Energy  Committee,  where  Sen.  Joe 
Manchin  — who  previously  supported  Bernhardt  —  will  lead  as  ranking  Democrat. 

A  change  in  Heller?  Heller  has  been  in  talks  with  the  White  House  to  take  over  as  Interior  secretary  since 
losing  his  reelection  bid  last  month,  according  to  a  source  close  to  Heller's  office,  who  adds  that  Heller  thinks 
the  job  is  his  to  lose.  As  with  anything  in  Trump  world,  getting  support  from  the  president's  family  is  key  for 
any  Cabinet  post.  That  might  bode  well  for  Heller,  given  Ivanka  Trump  and  Donald  Trump  Jr.  both  stumped 
for  him  in  the  final  week  of  the  midterm  campaign.  Neither  the  White  House  nor  Heller's  office  responded  to 

requests  for  comment.

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Token  Issuers  and  Purchasers,  Beware:  The  IRS  May  Tax  Each  Time  Tokens  are  Used 

Many  blockchain  companies  are  using  a  largely  unregulated  means  of  raising  funds,  commonly  known 
as  an  initial  coin  offering  (ICO).  An  ICO  consists  of  the  issuance  of  a  newly  generated  cryptocurrency 
(generally  referred  to  as  a  token)  that  runs  on  blockchain  technology,  in  exchange  for  fiat  currency 
(such  as  U.S.  dollars)  or  other  cryptocurrencies  like  bitcoin  or  ethereum.  Broadly,  tokens  can  either  be 
classified  as  Qitility  tokens, []which  provide  users  with  access  to  the  blockchain  platform  developed  by 
the  issuer  or  products  or  services  provided  by  the  issuer,  or  Security  tokens, Qwhich  represent  certain 
rights  with  respect  to  an  entity,  either  as  equity  or  debt.

Estate  Planning  Under  the  Tax  Cuts  and  Jobs  Act 

On  Dec.  22,  2017,  the  Tax  Cuts  and  Jobs  Act  (the  Act)  was  signed  into  law.  It  is  the  most  sweeping 
federal  tax  legislation  in  decades  and  significantly  changes  the  landscape  of  individual,  corporate, 
partnership,  international,  and  trust  and  estate  taxation.  In  general,  the  changes  made  by  the  Act  took 
effect  as  of  Jan.  1,  2018,  with  most  of  the  provisions  affecting  individual  taxpayers  being  scheduled  to 
sunset  at  the  end  of  2025.

IRS  Announces  it  Will  End  the  Offshore  Voluntary  Disclosure  Program  Effective 
September  28,  2018 

The  IRS  announced  that  it  will  end  the  Offshore  Voluntary  Disclosure  Program  (OVDP),  effective 
September  28,  2018.  The  IRS  is  pressing  taxpayers  with  undisclosed  foreign  accounts,  entities  and 
income  to  come  forward  before  the  September  28,  2018  deadline  and  become  compliant.  Therefore,  US 
taxpayers  who  have  unreported  foreign  assets  and  income  have  a  limited  amount  of  time  to  participate 
in  the  OVDP  before  the  program  ends.  If  they  do  not,  they  may  face  dire  penalties,  and,  in  some 
circumstances,  criminal  prosecution.

Tax  Cuts  and  Jobs  Act  Disallows  Deductions  for  Many  Payments  Due  to  Violation  of  Civil 
and  Criminal  Law 

A  provision  in  the  new  tax  law  greatly  expands  the  scope  of  the  disallowance  of  deductions  for  fines  and 
penalties  paid  to  government  agencies.  The  new  law  disallows  a  tax  deduction  for  any  payment  made  to 
a  government  entity  where  the  payment  was  made  in  relation  to  a  violation  of  law  or  the  investigation 
of  a  violation.  Furthermore,  it  will  disallow  a  deduction  for  payments  made  to  third  parties  at  the 
direction  of  a  government  agency.  This  deduction  disallowance  will  make  it  costlier  for  a  company  to 
investigate  and  settle  claims  of  violation  of  laws  and  regulations  brought  by  federal,  state,  or  local 
agencies  or  a  foreign  government.  It  will  potentially  touch  a  wide  array  of  controversies  that  involve 
claims  or  actions  alleging  the  violation  of  laws,  including  securities,  employment,  environmental, 
Foreign  Corrupt  Practice  Act,  white  collar,  whistleblower,  healthcare,  insurance,  gaming,  government 
contracts,  or  any  other  regulated  industry.  Under  a  literal  reading  of  the  statute,  it  could  also  apply  to 
qui  tarn  actions  brought  by  private  parties  under  a  false  claims  (whistleblower)  or  private  attorney 
general  act.  Any  proposed  settlement  or  consent  order  should  be  analyzed  to  determine  whether  it  can 
be  structured  to  limit  the  application  of  this  new  tax  law.  [READ  MORE] 
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The  United  States  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  District  of  Columbia  Circuit  recently  issued  a  long-awaited 
decision  on  an  appeal  challenging  certain  aspects  of  a  July  2015  Federal  Communications  Commission 
Order  that  clarified  and  expanded  the  reach  of  the  Telephone  Consumer  Protection  Act  (TCPA)  (47 
U.S.C.  §  227)  and  the  FCC@  rules  governing  autodialed,  prerecorded  or  artificial  voice  calls  or  SMS  text 
messages,  commonly  known  as  robocalls  (47  C.F.R.  §  64.1200).  As  explained  below,  the  court  struck 
down  the  FCC@  definition  of  automatic  dialing  equipment  subject  to  the  TCPA  and  the  FCC@ 
restrictions  on  calling  wireless  numbers  that  have  been  reassigned  to  new  subscribers.  In  addition,  the 
court  affirmed  the  FCC@  decision  that  a  party  may  revoke  consent  to  receive  robocalls  through  any 
reasonable  means  and  the  scope  of  the  FCC§  exemption  from  the  prior  consent  requirement  for  calls 
by  healthcare  providers  to  wireless  numbers  when  several  conditions  are  met.

Mrs  Mayor  Goodman: 

I  work  in  the  Fire  Alarm  Office  and  have  for  15  years.  Our  office  staff  is  painfully  struggling  thru  a  massive 
staff  shortage.  We  are  severly  understaffed  and  have  been  for  years  now.  Our  employees  are  working 
massive  amounts  of  overtime  to  keep  our  staffing  requirements  to  safe  levels.  Our  employees  are 
working  extra  shifts,  up  to  16  hour  days  with  only  an  8  hour  break  in  between  and  we  are  falling  apart  at 
the  seams.  Our  E-staff  is  telling  us  that  the  hold  up  to  hire  new  employees  is  due  to  lack  of  personnel  at 
Human  Resources  being  able  to  fast  track  our  hiring  procedure  and  we  are  being  placed  on  a  waiting  list 
in  the  city  before  any  new  hiring  process  can  even  be  started.  People  with  10  plus  years  on  the  job  are 
quiting  because  their  family  life  is  struggling  due  to  the  demands  being  placed  on  our  employees.  These 
are  great  employees,  hard  working  ,  and  dedicated  employees  who  help  save  lives  everyday.  Without 
staffing  there  wont  be  enough  personnel  to  answer  9-1 1  calls  from  the  public  and  hold  times  will  increase.

Our  call  volume  has  doubled  since  2000  and  yet  our  manpower  has  barely  changed  during  that  time.  We 
are  fighting  for  this  city  and  county  to  be  safe  however  we  need  personnel  immediately.  I  have  never 
written  city  hall  about  our  problems  ever  but  our  cries  for  help  are  not  being  answered.  I  have  talked  to 
our  chiefs  numerous  times  and  our  hiring  is  at  a  snails  pace.  We  have  only  5  people  in  a  training  class 
where  we  need  15.  We  need  15  people  now. 

I  am  begging  that  HR  please  fast  track  our  hiring  process.  It  is  critical  so  we  are  not  having  9-1 1  calls  be 
left  on  hold  or  go  unanswered.  Please  help  us.  We  are  doing  everything  we  can  to  serve  our  public. 
However  without  adequate  manpower  more  employees  will  leave  us.  We  can  not  afford  to  lose  any  more 
employees.

Mrs  Mayor  Goodman: 

I  work  in  the  Fire  Alarm  Office  and  have  for  15  years.  Our  office  staff  is  painfully  struggling  thru  a  massive 
staff  shortage.  We  are  severly  understaffed  and  have  been  for  years  now.  Our  employees  are  working 
massive  amounts  of  overtime  to  keep  our  staffing  requirements  to  safe  levels.  Our  employees  are 
working  extra  shifts,  up  to  16  hour  days  with  only  an  8  hour  break  in  between  and  we  are  falling  apart  at 
the  seams.  Our  E-staff  is  telling  us  that  the  hold  up  to  hire  new  employees  is  due  to  lack  of  personnel  at 
Human  Resources  being  able  to  fast  track  our  hiring  procedure  and  we  are  being  placed  on  a  waiting  list 
in  the  city  before  any  new  hiring  process  can  even  be  started.  People  with  10  plus  years  on  the  job  are 
quiting  because  their  family  life  is  struggling  due  to  the  demands  being  placed  on  our  employees.  These 
are  great  employees,  hard  working  ,  and  dedicated  employees  who  help  save  lives  everyday.  Without 
staffing  there  wont  be  enough  personnel  to  answer  9-1 1  calls  from  the  public  and  hold  times  will  increase. 

Our  call  volume  has  doubled  since  2000  and  yet  our  manpower  has  barely  changed  during  that  time.  We 
are  fighting  for  this  city  and  county  to  be  safe  however  we  need  personnel  immediately.  I  have  never 
written  city  hall  about  our  problems  ever  but  our  cries  for  help  are  not  being  answered.  I  have  talked  to 
our  chiefs  numerous  times  and  our  hiring  is  at  a  snails  pace.  We  have  only  5  people  in  a  training  class 
where  we  need  15.  We  need  15  people  now. 

I  am  begging  that  HR  please  fast  track  our  hiring  process.  It  is  critical  so  we  are  not  having  9-1 1  calls  be 
left  on  hold  or  go  unanswered.  Please  help  us.  We  are  doing  everything  we  can  to  serve  our  public. 
However  without  adequate  manpower  more  employees  will  leave  us.  We  can  not  afford  to  lose  any  more 
employees.  I  do  not  wish  to  be  a  whistleblower  here  and  hope  that  my  name  be  confidential  for  fear  of 
retalliation.  I  love  my  job  ,  we  just  need  help.

Tighter  security  at  border  hits  snag 
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Legal  issues  may  block  U.S.,  Canada  checks  before  crossing

WASHINGTON  —  Checking  travelers  between  the  United  States  and  Canada 
after  they've  crossed  the  border  —  which  some  liken  to  checking  airline 
passengers  after  they  land  —  is  being  scrutinized  by  officials 
concerned  that  bridges  and  tunnels  could  be  vulnerable  to  attack. 
Lawmakers  are  pressuring  the  U.S.  Customs  Service  and  Canadian 
officials  to  come  up  with  a  decision  this  week  on  whether  the  countries 
can  swap  inspection  locations. 

An  alternative  to  paying  a  toll,  crossing  the  bridge  or  tunnel,  and 
then  being  scrutinized  by  Customs  officials  once  inside  the  other 
country's  territory  is  to  do  inspections  before  crossing. 

Although  the  reverse  inspection  system  is  the  only  solution  being 
lobbied  to  enhance  infrastructure  safety,  the  two  nations  haven't  agreed 
on  how  to  settle  legal  obstacles.  An  old  idea  revived  by  the  Sept.  1 1 
terrorist  attacks,  a  revised  system  would  involve  numerous  agencies  in 
both  countries  in  the  decision. 

"This  reverse  clearance  proposal  has  a  number  of  sovereignty  and 
structure  issues  attached  to  it,"  said  Michel  Proulx,  spokesman  for  the 
Canada  Customs  and  Revenue  Agency  in  Ottawa. 

"There  are  a  lot  of  players  involved  in  all  of  this.  It's  difficult 

to  get  a  sound,  concrete  answer.  No  one  department  or  agency  would  be 

able  to  say  yes  or  no." 

There's  little  to  stop  someone  who  wanted  to  damage  the  Ambassador 
Bridge,  Detroit-Windsor  Tunnel,  or  even  Detroit  Metropolitan  Airport,  if 
the  crime  is  done  before  the  perpetrator  even  gets  to  an  inspection 
point,  critics  say. 

Besides  the  human  safety  concern,  destroying  any  one  of  the 
border-crossing  points  would  do  serious  harm  to  the  auto  industry,  one 
of  the  United  States'  economic  engines,  and  many  other  businesses  that 
rely  on  just-in-time  delivery  of  material.  Michigan  had  $70  billion  in 
trade  with  Canada  in  2000. 

"Every  time  I  drive  through  that  tunnel,  I  expect  something  to 
happen,"  said  Jerome  Almon,  a  Detroiter  who  drives  to  and  from  Toronto 
at  least  twice  a  month. 

"Osama  bin  Laden  says  the  economy  is  what  they  want  to  attack,  and 
you  cannot  find  a  more  decimating  effect  than  that  bridge  or  tunnel  on 
our  economy.  You  will  kill  Detroit,  it's  over,  goodbye.  But  think  of  the 
effect  on  the  rest  of  America." 

Firearms  an  issue 

Aside  from  jurisdiction,  the  question  of  whether  U.S.  Customs  agents 
should  carry  firearms  in  Canada  is  of  particular  concern  to  Canadians. 
Canada  is  known  for  being  much  less  tolerant  of  guns  than  the  United 
States. 

"Our  Customs  officers  are  not  armed  and  at  this  point  in  time  we 
still  feel  there  is  no  reason  for  them  to  be,"  Proulx  said. 

"We  have  a  study  going  on  right  now  to  determine  whether  the  tools 
they  have  are  adequate  to  do  their  jobs  safely  and  with  full  security. 
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The  U.S.  (agents)  are  (armed)  and  definitely  that  would  be  one  of  the 
snags  in  the  issue." 

The  preclearance  concept  does  have  precedent.  U.S.  Customs  agents 
inspect  U.S. -bound  passengers  at  six  Canadian  airports  so  they  don't 
have  to  be  routed  through  Customs  once  they  arrive  like  travelers  on 
flights  from  every  other  country,  said  former  Michigan  Gov.  James 
Blanchard. 

He  spearheaded  the  "open  skies"  agreement  when  he  was  U.S.  ambassador 
to  Canada. 

The  real  stumbling  block  to  doing  this  at  bridges  and  tunnels  will  be 
working  out  how  much  authority  each  side  is  given  to  enforce  the  other 
country's  laws,  he  said. 

"You  could  always  prevent  (a  suspicious  passenger)  from  getting  on 
the  plane,"  Blanchard  said.  "The  question  is  who  arrests  them,  can  they 
say  'I  choose  not  to  fly'  then  go  home,  or  do  we  hold  them?" 

Sen.  Carl  Levin,  D-Detroit,  said  he  thinks  all  of  the  issues  can  be 
worked  out. 

"The  only  impediment  here  is  bureaucratic  impediment,"  he  said.  "Even 
though  there's  supposed  to  be  an  urgency  after  Sept.  1 1 ,  there  seems  to 
be  some  unnecessary  foot-dragging." 

Levin  and  Sen.  Debbie  Stabenow,  D-Lansing,  sent  a  letter  to  Customs 
Commissioner  Robert  Bonner  on  Jan.  4,  insisting  on  a  progress  report  by 
Friday. 

"It  is  obvious  that  inspecting  vehicles  for  dangerous  contents  such 
as  bombs  or  explosives  after  they  enter  our  tunnels  or  cross  our  bridges 
is  inadequate,"  they  wrote. 

Customs  spokesman  Jim  Michie  said  he  wasn't  sure  when  a  decision 
would  be  made  on  reverse  inspections,  but  that  it  was  being  closely 
studied. 

Tighter  local  security 

Local  authorities  say  they've  taken  the  steps  they  can  to  bolster 
security. 

Travelers  who  use  the  Detroit-Windsor  Tunnel  are  no  longer  allowed 
through  unless  operators  are  certain  they  can  make  to  the  other  side 
without  backups,  said  Gordon  Jarvis,  president  of  the  Detroit  &  Canada 
Tunnel  Corp. 

"If  there  is  an  incident  and  you  need  to  get  out,  there  is  space  for 
you  to  do  so,  and  there  are  fewer  cars  in  the  tunnel  at  any  one  time," 

Jarvis  said.  "It  also  makes  it  much  easier  for  us  to  identify  when  there 
are  incidents  in  the  tunnel." 

Jarvis  said  reverse  inspections  are  a  viable  option  at  the  tunnel, 
despite  the  smaller  queue  area,  compared  to  other  crossing  points  like 
the  Ambassador  Bridge. 

The  owners  of  the  Ambassador  Bridge  have  installed  new  lighting, 
fencing  and  surveillance  cameras,  as  well  as  armed  security  24  hours  a 
day,  said  Dan  Stamper,  president  of  the  Detroit  International  Bridge  Co. 
Stamper  said  the  bridge  company  is  paying  for  the  extra  security. 

"We're  not  sure  whose  responsibility  it  is  for  the  cost  of  security, 
but  we  are  not  in  the  position  to  say  it's  not  going  to  be  done,"  he 
said. 

The  bridge  authority  has  completed  plans  showing  that  logistically, 
preclearance  can  be  implemented  on  an  interim  basis  within  90  days, 
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Stamper  said.  In  doing  so,  there  would  be  the  added  bonus  of  huge 
efficiencies  in  traffic  flow. 

"The  current  six  lanes  that  cross  the  border,  two  at  the  tunnel  and 
four  at  the  bridge,  become  traffic  lanes  and  not  parking  lots,"  Stamper 
said.  "It  increases  the  capacity  of  both  the  tunnel  and  the  bridge,  a 
lot  more  than  anything  else  we  can  do  today." 

Blue  Water  Bridge  study 

Bruce  Campbell,  the  engineer  manager  of  the  Blue  Water  Bridge,  said 
the  proposal  is  being  examined  as  part  of  a  long-term  security  review  of 
the  span  connecting  Port  Huron  with  Sarnia,  Ontario. 

With  the  Ambassador  Bridge  being  the  busiest  U.S. -Canada  entry  point, 
carrying  1  2  million  vehicles  a  year,  the  economic  implications  for  the 
region  are  enormous. 

"One  1  8-wheeler  goes  across  that  bridge  every  eight  seconds,"  said 
Carmine  Palombo,  director  of  transportation  planning  at  the  Southeast 
Michigan  Council  of  Governments. 

The  implications  for  the  bridge  and  tunnel  operators  are  significant 
as  well. 

"They're  all  looking  at  an  out-of-pocket  expense  they  hadn't 
anticipated,"  said  Neil  Gray,  director  of  government  affairs  at  the 
International  Bridge,  Tunnel  and  Turnpike  Association,  which  represents 
toll  agencies. 

"Nobody  wants  to  do  a  toll  increase  to  reflect  this,  in  fact  I'm  not 
sure  anyone  has  proposed  one,  but  it's  an  issue  we  are  all  having  to 
think  about." 

Protecting  airports  is  a  concern  as  well,  though  most  of  the 
attention  has  been  on  protecting  aircraft  against  air  piracy,  Capt. 

Duane  E.  Woerth,  president  of  the  Air  Line  Pilots  Association,  told 
senators  late  last  year. 

Noting  that  airports  in  Rome  and  Vienna  have  been  hit,  Woerth  said 
he's  worried  terrorists  could  attack  ticket  counters,  check-in 
facilities  and  lines  of  passengers  waiting  outside. 

Airlines,  bridges  and  tunnels  are  experiencing  lower  traffic  flow 
because  of  leisure  travelers  concerned  about  terrorist  risks. 

Almon,  the  Detroiter  who  travels  to  Toronto  on  business,  said  he's  a 
former  combat  engineer  with  the  Army  and  he's  concerned  about  how  easily 
a  carload  of  explosives  put  together  with  store-bought  material  could 
take  out  the  bridge  or  tunnel. 

"At  the  mouth  of  the  Detroit  tunnel  sits  General  Motors  headquarters, 
a  terrorist  would  get  two  for  one  with  that,"  Almon  said.

The  Honorable  Mayor  Carolyn  Goodman: 

I  am  contacting  you  concerning  the  information  on  terrorism  below.  Due  to  2  incidents  in  Las  Vegas  and  my  familiarity 
with  terrorism,  I  sent  the  email  below  to  a  Las  Vegas  commander,  and  have  since  contacted  other  commanders, 
corporate,  and  a  Las  Vegas  politician  with  my  concerns.  Unfortunately,  the  response  was  as  inadequate  as  the  response 
the  FBI  agents,  civilians,  and  well  known  individuals  experienced  when  warning  top  DC  officials  about  9/11.  This  is  why 
I  and  others  are  so  reluctant  to  contact  authorities  concerning  the  issue,  and  specifically  why  I  hesitated  to  contact  the 
Las  Vegas  commander  with  my  original  warning  (due  to  what  I  witnessed  in  Las  Vegas).  If  it  were  not  for  the  fact  so 
many  EU,  Australian,  Chinese,  and  Indian  friends/kids  that  I  know  visit  Las  Vegas  I  would  just  ignore  the  situation  and 
let  it  happen  and  then  say  I  told  you  so  to  the  media.  (I  am  also  covering  myself  by  having  proof  that  I  did  warn  every 
authority  responsible  for  public  safety  in  Las  Vegas,  the  US,  and  abroad.)  I  assure  the  situation  is  far  worse  than  you 
know,  and  I  would  not  underestimate  it  or  the  ruthlessness  of  the  enemy.  They  have  already  picked  out  their  targets  and 
made  their  decision  to  carry  out  their  missions  no  matter  what.  They  will  have  to  be  physically  stopped  by  and 
aggressive  and  competent  campaign  led  by  competent  and  aggressive  law  enforcement/intelligence  officers.

I  do  not  want  to  get  involved  in  the  situation  at 
all,  I  like  3  other  top  terrorist  experts  are  fed  up  with  the  incompetence  and  politicizing  of  terrorism  that  has  led  to  the 
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disastrous  attacks  from  9/11,  Paris,  San  Bernardino,  and  now  Brussels.  (The  experts  are  former  Clinton  &  Bush  terrorism 
expert  Richard  Clark,  former  CIA  agent/CNN  consultant  Bob  Baer,  and  former  Bin  Laden  desk  Chief  Michael  Scheuer.)  We 
have  all  reached  this  point  due  our  being  completely  correct  in  our  forecasts  and  strategies  for  addressing  terrorist 
threats,  and  the  individuals  and  entities  that  were  listened  to  being  dead  wrong  each  and  every  time.

Tighter  security  at  border  hits  snag 

Legal  issues  may  block  U.S.,  Canada  checks  before  crossing

WASHINGTON  —  Checking  travelers  between  the  United  States  and  Canada 
after  they've  crossed  the  border  —  which  some  liken  to  checking  airline 
passengers  after  they  land  —  is  being  scrutinized  by  officials 
concerned  that  bridges  and  tunnels  could  be  vulnerable  to  attack. 

Lawmakers  are  pressuring  the  U.S.  Customs  Service  and  Canadian 
officials  to  come  up  with  a  decision  this  week  on  whether  the  countries 
can  swap  inspection  locations. 

An  alternative  to  paying  a  toll,  crossing  the  bridge  or  tunnel,  and 
then  being  scrutinized  by  Customs  officials  once  inside  the  other 
country's  territory  is  to  do  inspections  before  crossing. 

Although  the  reverse  inspection  system  is  the  only  solution  being 
lobbied  to  enhance  infrastructure  safety,  the  two  nations  haven't  agreed 
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on  how  to  settle  legal  obstacles.  An  old  idea  revived  by  the  Sept.  1 1 
terrorist  attacks,  a  revised  system  would  involve  numerous  agencies  in 
both  countries  in  the  decision. 

"This  reverse  clearance  proposal  has  a  number  of  sovereignty  and 
structure  issues  attached  to  it,"  said  Michel  Proulx,  spokesman  for  the 
Canada  Customs  and  Revenue  Agency  in  Ottawa. 

"There  are  a  lot  of  players  involved  in  all  of  this.  It's  difficult 

to  get  a  sound,  concrete  answer.  No  one  department  or  agency  would  be 

able  to  say  yes  or  no." 

There's  little  to  stop  someone  who  wanted  to  damage  the  Ambassador 
Bridge,  Detroit-Windsor  Tunnel,  or  even  Detroit  Metropolitan  Airport,  if 
the  crime  is  done  before  the  perpetrator  even  gets  to  an  inspection 
point,  critics  say. 

Besides  the  human  safety  concern,  destroying  any  one  of  the 
border-crossing  points  would  do  serious  harm  to  the  auto  industry,  one 
of  the  United  States'  economic  engines,  and  many  other  businesses  that 
rely  on  just-in-time  delivery  of  material.  Michigan  had  $70  billion  in 
trade  with  Canada  in  2000. 

"Every  time  I  drive  through  that  tunnel,  I  expect  something  to 
happen,"  said  Jerome  Almon,  a  Detroiter  who  drives  to  and  from  Toronto 
at  least  twice  a  month. 

"Osama  bin  Laden  says  the  economy  is  what  they  want  to  attack,  and 
you  cannot  find  a  more  decimating  effect  than  that  bridge  or  tunnel  on 
our  economy.  You  will  kill  Detroit,  it's  over,  goodbye.  But  think  of  the 
effect  on  the  rest  of  America." 

Firearms  an  issue 

Aside  from  jurisdiction,  the  question  of  whether  U.S.  Customs  agents 
should  carry  firearms  in  Canada  is  of  particular  concern  to  Canadians. 
Canada  is  known  for  being  much  less  tolerant  of  guns  than  the  United 
States. 

"Our  Customs  officers  are  not  armed  and  at  this  point  in  time  we 
still  feel  there  is  no  reason  for  them  to  be,"  Proulx  said. 

"We  have  a  study  going  on  right  now  to  determine  whether  the  tools 
they  have  are  adequate  to  do  their  jobs  safely  and  with  full  security. 

The  U.S.  (agents)  are  (armed)  and  definitely  that  would  be  one  of  the 
snags  in  the  issue." 

The  preclearance  concept  does  have  precedent.  U.S.  Customs  agents 
inspect  U.S. -bound  passengers  at  six  Canadian  airports  so  they  don't 
have  to  be  routed  through  Customs  once  they  arrive  like  travelers  on 
flights  from  every  other  country,  said  former  Michigan  Gov.  James 
Blanchard. 

He  spearheaded  the  "open  skies"  agreement  when  he  was  U.S.  ambassador 
to  Canada. 

The  real  stumbling  block  to  doing  this  at  bridges  and  tunnels  will  be 
working  out  how  much  authority  each  side  is  given  to  enforce  the  other 
country's  laws,  he  said. 

"You  could  always  prevent  (a  suspicious  passenger)  from  getting  on 
the  plane,"  Blanchard  said.  "The  question  is  who  arrests  them,  can  they 
say  'I  choose  not  to  fly'  then  go  home,  or  do  we  hold  them?" 
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Sen.  Carl  Levin,  D-Detroit,  said  he  thinks  all  of  the  issues  can  be 
worked  out. 

"The  only  impediment  here  is  bureaucratic  impediment,"  he  said.  "Even 
though  there's  supposed  to  be  an  urgency  after  Sept.  1 1 ,  there  seems  to 
be  some  unnecessary  foot-dragging." 

Levin  and  Sen.  Debbie  Stabenow,  D-Lansing,  sent  a  letter  to  Customs 
Commissioner  Robert  Bonner  on  Jan.  4,  insisting  on  a  progress  report  by 
Friday. 

"It  is  obvious  that  inspecting  vehicles  for  dangerous  contents  such 
as  bombs  or  explosives  after  they  enter  our  tunnels  or  cross  our  bridges 
is  inadequate,"  they  wrote. 

Customs  spokesman  Jim  Michie  said  he  wasn't  sure  when  a  decision 
would  be  made  on  reverse  inspections,  but  that  it  was  being  closely 
studied. 

Tighter  local  security 

Local  authorities  say  they've  taken  the  steps  they  can  to  bolster 
security. 

Travelers  who  use  the  Detroit-Windsor  Tunnel  are  no  longer  allowed 
through  unless  operators  are  certain  they  can  make  to  the  other  side 
without  backups,  said  Cordon  Jarvis,  president  of  the  Detroit  &  Canada 
Tunnel  Corp. 

"If  there  is  an  incident  and  you  need  to  get  out,  there  is  space  for 
you  to  do  so,  and  there  are  fewer  cars  in  the  tunnel  at  any  one  time," 
Jarvis  said.  "It  also  makes  it  much  easier  for  us  to  identify  when  there 
are  incidents  in  the  tunnel." 

Jarvis  said  reverse  inspections  are  a  viable  option  at  the  tunnel, 
despite  the  smaller  queue  area,  compared  to  other  crossing  points  like 
the  Ambassador  Bridge. 

The  owners  of  the  Ambassador  Bridge  have  installed  new  lighting, 
fencing  and  surveillance  cameras,  as  well  as  armed  security  24  hours  a 
day,  said  Dan  Stamper,  president  of  the  Detroit  International  Bridge  Co. 
Stamper  said  the  bridge  company  is  paying  for  the  extra  security. 

"We're  not  sure  whose  responsibility  it  is  for  the  cost  of  security, 
but  we  are  not  in  the  position  to  say  it's  not  going  to  be  done,"  he 
said. 

The  bridge  authority  has  completed  plans  showing  that  logistically, 
preclearance  can  be  implemented  on  an  interim  basis  within  90  days, 
Stamper  said.  In  doing  so,  there  would  be  the  added  bonus  of  huge 
efficiencies  in  traffic  flow. 

"The  current  six  lanes  that  cross  the  border,  two  at  the  tunnel  and 
four  at  the  bridge,  become  traffic  lanes  and  not  parking  lots,"  Stamper 
said.  "It  increases  the  capacity  of  both  the  tunnel  and  the  bridge,  a 
lot  more  than  anything  else  we  can  do  today." 

Blue  Water  Bridge  study 

Bruce  Campbell,  the  engineer  manager  of  the  Blue  Water  Bridge,  said 
the  proposal  is  being  examined  as  part  of  a  long-term  security  review  of 
the  span  connecting  Port  Huron  with  Sarnia,  Ontario. 

With  the  Ambassador  Bridge  being  the  busiest  U.S. -Canada  entry  point, 
carrying  1  2  million  vehicles  a  year,  the  economic  implications  for  the 
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region  are  enormous. 

"One  1  8-wheeler  goes  across  that  bridge  every  eight  seconds,"  said 
Carmine  Palombo,  director  of  transportation  planning  at  the  Southeast 
Michigan  Council  of  Governments. 

The  implications  for  the  bridge  and  tunnel  operators  are  significant 
as  well. 

"They're  all  looking  at  an  out-of-pocket  expense  they  hadn't 
anticipated,"  said  Neil  Cray,  director  of  government  affairs  at  the 
International  Bridge,  Tunnel  and  Turnpike  Association,  which  represents 
toll  agencies. 

"Nobody  wants  to  do  a  toll  increase  to  reflect  this,  in  fact  I'm  not 
sure  anyone  has  proposed  one,  but  it's  an  issue  we  are  all  having  to 
think  about." 

Protecting  airports  is  a  concern  as  well,  though  most  of  the 
attention  has  been  on  protecting  aircraft  against  air  piracy,  Capt. 

Duane  E.  Woerth,  president  of  the  Air  Line  Pilots  Association,  told 
senators  late  last  year. 

Noting  that  airports  in  Rome  and  Vienna  have  been  hit,  Woerth  said 
he's  worried  terrorists  could  attack  ticket  counters,  check-in 
facilities  and  lines  of  passengers  waiting  outside. 

Airlines,  bridges  and  tunnels  are  experiencing  lower  traffic  flow 
because  of  leisure  travelers  concerned  about  terrorist  risks. 

Almon,  the  Detroiter  who  travels  to  Toronto  on  business,  said  he's  a 
former  combat  engineer  with  the  Army  and  he's  concerned  about  how  easily 
a  carload  of  explosives  put  together  with  store-bought  material  could 
take  out  the  bridge  or  tunnel. 

"At  the  mouth  of  the  Detroit  tunnel  sits  General  Motors  headquarters, 
a  terrorist  would  get  two  for  one  with  that,"  Almon  said.

The  Honorable  Mayor  Carolyn  Goodman: 

I  am  contacting  you  concerning  the  information  on  terrorism  below.  Due  to  2  incidents  in  Las  Vegas  and  my  familiarity 
with  terrorism,  I  sent  the  email  below  to  a  Las  Vegas  commander,  and  have  since  contacted  other  commanders, 
corporate,  and  a  Las  Vegas  politician  with  my  concerns.  Unfortunately,  the  response  was  as  inadequate  as  the  response 
the  FBI  agents,  civilians,  and  well  known  individuals  experienced  when  warning  top  DC  officials  about  9/11.

Tighter  security  at  border  hits  snag 

Legal  issues  may  block  U.S.,  Canada  checks  before  crossing

WASHINGTON  —  Checking  travelers  between  the  United  States  and  Canada 
after  they've  crossed  the  border  —  which  some  liken  to  checking  airline 
passengers  after  they  land  —  is  being  scrutinized  by  officials 
concerned  that  bridges  and  tunnels  could  be  vulnerable  to  attack. 

Lawmakers  are  pressuring  the  U.S.  Customs  Service  and  Canadian 
officials  to  come  up  with  a  decision  this  week  on  whether  the  countries 
can  swap  inspection  locations. 

An  alternative  to  paying  a  toll,  crossing  the  bridge  or  tunnel,  and 
then  being  scrutinized  by  Customs  officials  once  inside  the  other 
country's  territory  is  to  do  inspections  before  crossing. 

Although  the  reverse  inspection  system  is  the  only  solution  being 
lobbied  to  enhance  infrastructure  safety,  the  two  nations  haven't  agreed 
on  how  to  settle  legal  obstacles.  An  old  idea  revived  by  the  Sept.  1  1 
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terrorist  attacks,  a  revised  system  would  involve  numerous  agencies  in 
both  countries  in  the  decision. 

"This  reverse  clearance  proposal  has  a  number  of  sovereignty  and 
structure  issues  attached  to  it,"  said  Michel  Proulx,  spokesman  for  the 
Canada  Customs  and  Revenue  Agency  in  Ottawa. 

"There  are  a  lot  of  players  involved  in  all  of  this.  It's  difficult 

to  get  a  sound,  concrete  answer.  No  one  department  or  agency  would  be 

able  to  say  yes  or  no." 

There's  little  to  stop  someone  who  wanted  to  damage  the  Ambassador 
Bridge,  Detroit-Windsor  Tunnel,  or  even  Detroit  Metropolitan  Airport,  if 
the  crime  is  done  before  the  perpetrator  even  gets  to  an  inspection 
point,  critics  say. 

Besides  the  human  safety  concern,  destroying  any  one  of  the 
border-crossing  points  would  do  serious  harm  to  the  auto  industry,  one 
of  the  United  States'  economic  engines,  and  many  other  businesses  that 
rely  on  just-in-time  delivery  of  material.  Michigan  had  $70  billion  in 
trade  with  Canada  in  2000. 

"Every  time  I  drive  through  that  tunnel,  I  expect  something  to 
happen,"  said  Jerome  Almon,  a  Detroiter  who  drives  to  and  from  Toronto 
at  least  twice  a  month. 

"Osama  bin  Laden  says  the  economy  is  what  they  want  to  attack,  and 
you  cannot  find  a  more  decimating  effect  than  that  bridge  or  tunnel  on 
our  economy.  You  will  kill  Detroit,  it's  over,  goodbye.  But  think  of  the 
effect  on  the  rest  of  America." 

Firearms  an  issue 

Aside  from  jurisdiction,  the  question  of  whether  U.S.  Customs  agents 
should  carry  firearms  in  Canada  is  of  particular  concern  to  Canadians. 
Canada  is  known  for  being  much  less  tolerant  of  guns  than  the  United 
States. 

"Our  Customs  officers  are  not  armed  and  at  this  point  in  time  we 
still  feel  there  is  no  reason  for  them  to  be,"  Proulx  said. 

"We  have  a  study  going  on  right  now  to  determine  whether  the  tools 
they  have  are  adequate  to  do  their  jobs  safely  and  with  full  security. 

The  U.S.  (agents)  are  (armed)  and  definitely  that  would  be  one  of  the 
snags  in  the  issue." 

The  preclearance  concept  does  have  precedent.  U.S.  Customs  agents 
inspect  U.S. -bound  passengers  at  six  Canadian  airports  so  they  don't 
have  to  be  routed  through  Customs  once  they  arrive  like  travelers  on 
flights  from  every  other  country,  said  former  Michigan  Gov.  James 
Blanchard. 

He  spearheaded  the  "open  skies"  agreement  when  he  was  U.S.  ambassador 
to  Canada. 

The  real  stumbling  block  to  doing  this  at  bridges  and  tunnels  will  be 
working  out  how  much  authority  each  side  is  given  to  enforce  the  other 
country's  laws,  he  said. 

"You  could  always  prevent  (a  suspicious  passenger)  from  getting  on 
the  plane,"  Blanchard  said.  "The  question  is  who  arrests  them,  can  they 
say  'I  choose  not  to  fly'  then  go  home,  or  do  we  hold  them?" 

Sen.  Carl  Levin,  D-Detroit,  said  he  thinks  all  of  the  issues  can  be 
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worked  out. 

"The  only  impediment  here  is  bureaucratic  impediment,"  he  said.  "Even 
though  there's  supposed  to  be  an  urgency  after  Sept.  1 1 ,  there  seems  to 
be  some  unnecessary  foot-dragging." 

Levin  and  Sen.  Debbie  Stabenow,  D-Lansing,  sent  a  letter  to  Customs 
Commissioner  Robert  Bonner  on  Jan.  4,  insisting  on  a  progress  report  by 
Friday. 

"It  is  obvious  that  inspecting  vehicles  for  dangerous  contents  such 
as  bombs  or  explosives  after  they  enter  our  tunnels  or  cross  our  bridges 
is  inadequate,"  they  wrote. 

Customs  spokesman  Jim  Michie  said  he  wasn't  sure  when  a  decision 
would  be  made  on  reverse  inspections,  but  that  it  was  being  closely 
studied. 

Tighter  local  security 

Local  authorities  say  they've  taken  the  steps  they  can  to  bolster 
security. 

Travelers  who  use  the  Detroit-Windsor  Tunnel  are  no  longer  allowed 
through  unless  operators  are  certain  they  can  make  to  the  other  side 
without  backups,  said  Cordon  Jarvis,  president  of  the  Detroit  &  Canada 
Tunnel  Corp. 

"If  there  is  an  incident  and  you  need  to  get  out,  there  is  space  for 
you  to  do  so,  and  there  are  fewer  cars  in  the  tunnel  at  any  one  time," 
Jarvis  said.  "It  also  makes  it  much  easier  for  us  to  identify  when  there 
are  incidents  in  the  tunnel." 

Jarvis  said  reverse  inspections  are  a  viable  option  at  the  tunnel, 
despite  the  smaller  queue  area,  compared  to  other  crossing  points  like 
the  Ambassador  Bridge. 

The  owners  of  the  Ambassador  Bridge  have  installed  new  lighting, 
fencing  and  surveillance  cameras,  as  well  as  armed  security  24  hours  a 
day,  said  Dan  Stamper,  president  of  the  Detroit  International  Bridge  Co. 
Stamper  said  the  bridge  company  is  paying  for  the  extra  security. 

"We're  not  sure  whose  responsibility  it  is  for  the  cost  of  security, 
but  we  are  not  in  the  position  to  say  it's  not  going  to  be  done,"  he 
said. 

The  bridge  authority  has  completed  plans  showing  that  logistically, 
preclearance  can  be  implemented  on  an  interim  basis  within  90  days, 
Stamper  said.  In  doing  so,  there  would  be  the  added  bonus  of  huge 
efficiencies  in  traffic  flow. 

"The  current  six  lanes  that  cross  the  border,  two  at  the  tunnel  and 
four  at  the  bridge,  become  traffic  lanes  and  not  parking  lots,"  Stamper 
said.  "It  increases  the  capacity  of  both  the  tunnel  and  the  bridge,  a 
lot  more  than  anything  else  we  can  do  today." 

Blue  Water  Bridge  study 

Bruce  Campbell,  the  engineer  manager  of  the  Blue  Water  Bridge,  said 
the  proposal  is  being  examined  as  part  of  a  long-term  security  review  of 
the  span  connecting  Port  Huron  with  Sarnia,  Ontario. 

With  the  Ambassador  Bridge  being  the  busiest  U.S. -Canada  entry  point, 
carrying  1  2  million  vehicles  a  year,  the  economic  implications  for  the 
region  are  enormous. 
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"One  1  8-wheeler  goes  across  that  bridge  every  eight  seconds,"  said 
Carmine  Palombo,  director  of  transportation  planning  at  the  Southeast 
Michigan  Council  of  Governments. 

The  implications  for  the  bridge  and  tunnel  operators  are  significant 
as  well. 

"They're  all  looking  at  an  out-of-pocket  expense  they  hadn't 
anticipated,"  said  Neil  Cray,  director  of  government  affairs  at  the 
International  Bridge,  Tunnel  and  Turnpike  Association,  which  represents 
toll  agencies. 

"Nobody  wants  to  do  a  toll  increase  to  reflect  this,  in  fact  I'm  not 
sure  anyone  has  proposed  one,  but  it's  an  issue  we  are  all  having  to 
think  about." 

Protecting  airports  is  a  concern  as  well,  though  most  of  the 
attention  has  been  on  protecting  aircraft  against  air  piracy,  Capt. 

Duane  E.  Woerth,  president  of  the  Air  Line  Pilots  Association,  told 
senators  late  last  year. 

Noting  that  airports  in  Rome  and  Vienna  have  been  hit,  Woerth  said 
he's  worried  terrorists  could  attack  ticket  counters,  check-in 
facilities  and  lines  of  passengers  waiting  outside. 

Airlines,  bridges  and  tunnels  are  experiencing  lower  traffic  flow 
because  of  leisure  travelers  concerned  about  terrorist  risks. 

Almon,  the  Detroiter  who  travels  to  Toronto  on  business,  said  he's  a 
former  combat  engineer  with  the  Army  and  he's  concerned  about  how  easily 
a  carload  of  explosives  put  together  with  store-bought  material  could 
take  out  the  bridge  or  tunnel. 

"At  the  mouth  of  the  Detroit  tunnel  sits  General  Motors  headquarters, 
a  terrorist  would  get  two  for  one  with  that,"  Almon  said.

Ahmed  Ressam,  the  Millennium  bomber  had  the  Detroit-Windsor  tunnel,  CM  HQ,  and  the  Ambassador 
Bridge  as  his  secondary  targets  if  he  could  not  reach  LAX.

Mrs  Mayor  Goodman: 

I  work  in  the  Fire  Alarm  Office  and  have  for  15  years.  Our  office  staff  is  painfully  struggling  thru  a  massive 
staff  shortage.  We  are  severly  understaffed  and  have  been  for  years  now.  Our  employees  are  working 
massive  amounts  of  overtime  to  keep  our  staffing  requirements  to  safe  levels.  Our  employees  are 
working  extra  shifts,  up  to  16  hour  days  with  only  an  8  hour  break  in  between  and  we  are  falling  apart  at 
the  seams.  Our  E-staff  is  telling  us  that  the  hold  up  to  hire  new  employees  is  due  to  lack  of  personnel  at 
Human  Resources  being  able  to  fast  track  our  hiring  procedure  and  we  are  being  placed  on  a  waiting  list 
in  the  city  before  any  new  hiring  process  can  even  be  started.  People  with  10  plus  years  on  the  job  are 
quiting  because  their  family  life  is  struggling  due  to  the  demands  being  placed  on  our  employees.  These 
are  great  employees,  hard  working  ,  and  dedicated  employees  who  help  save  lives  everyday.  Without 
staffing  there  wont  be  enough  personnel  to  answer  9-1 1  calls  from  the  public  and  hold  times  will  increase. 

Our  call  volume  has  doubled  since  2000  and  yet  our  manpower  has  barely  changed  during  that  time.  We 
are  fighting  for  this  city  and  county  to  be  safe  however  we  need  personnel  immediately.  I  have  never 
written  city  hall  about  our  problems  ever  but  our  cries  for  help  are  not  being  answered.  I  have  talked  to 
our  chiefs  numerous  times  and  our  hiring  is  at  a  snails  pace.  We  have  only  5  people  in  a  training  class 
where  we  need  15.  We  need  15  people  now. 

I  am  begging  that  HR  please  fast  track  our  hiring  process.  It  is  critical  so  we  are  not  having  9-1 1  calls  be 
left  on  hold  or  go  unanswered.  Please  help  us.  We  are  doing  everything  we  can  to  serve  our  public. 
However  without  adequate  manpower  more  employees  will  leave  us.  We  can  not  afford  to  lose  any  more 
employees.  I  do  not  wish  to  be  a  whistleblower  here  and  hope  that  my  name  be  confidential  for  fear  of 
retalliation.  I  love  my  job  ,  we  just  need  help.

If  you  have  knowledge  of  specific  planned  targets,  modes  of  attack,  or  dates  and  times  of  planned  attack,  please 
file  a  SAR  (Suspicious  Activity  Report)  as  soon  as  possible  with  our  Counter  Terrorism  Center.  This  report  may  be  sent  anonymously 
if  so  desired."

The  Honorable  Mayor  Carolyn  Goodman: 

I  am  contacting  you  concerning  the  information  on  terrorism  below.  Due  to  2  incidents  in  Las  Vegas  and  my  familiarity 
with  terrorism,  I  sent  the  email  below  to  a  Las  Vegas  commander,  and  have  since  contacted  other  commanders, 
corporate,  and  a  Las  Vegas  politician  with  my  concerns.  Unfortunately,  the  response  was  as  inadequate  as  the  response 
the  FBI  agents,  civilians,  and  well  known  individuals  experienced  when  warning  top  DC  officials  about  9/11.  This  is  why 
I  and  others  are  so  reluctant  to  contact  authorities  concerning  the  issue,  and  specifically  why  I  hesitated  to  contact  the 
Las  Vegas  commander  with  my  original  warning  (due  to  what  I  witnessed  in  Las  Vegas).  If  it  were  not  for  the  fact  so 
many  EU,  Australian,  Chinese,  and  Indian  friends/kids  that  I  know  visit  Las  Vegas  I  would  just  ignore  the  situation  and 
let  it  happen  and  then  say  I  told  you  so  to  the  media.

I  also  corresponded  with  the  Canadian  Minister 
for  Immigration  (Elinor  Caplan)  concerning  the  fact  that  even  the  supervisors  at  the  Canadian 
border  do  not  understand  much  of  the  information  they  need  to  concerning  legitimate  vs.  false 
documentation.  (I  unfortunately  am  able  to  prove  this  point.)  Meaning  if  say  a  person  was  on  a 
wanted  list  -the  Canadians  often  ask  the  person  to  interpret  the  information.

Tighter  security  at  border  hits  snag 

Legal  issues  may  block  U.S.,  Canada  checks  before  crossing

WASHINGTON  —  Checking  travelers  between  the  United  States  and  Canada 
after  they've  crossed  the  border  —  which  some  liken  to  checking  airline 
passengers  after  they  land  —  is  being  scrutinized  by  officials 
concerned  that  bridges  and  tunnels  could  be  vulnerable  to  attack. 

Lawmakers  are  pressuring  the  U.S.  Customs  Service  and  Canadian 
officials  to  come  up  with  a  decision  this  week  on  whether  the  countries 
can  swap  inspection  locations. 

An  alternative  to  paying  a  toll,  crossing  the  bridge  or  tunnel,  and 
then  being  scrutinized  by  Customs  officials  once  inside  the  other 
country's  territory  is  to  do  inspections  before  crossing. 

Although  the  reverse  inspection  system  is  the  only  solution  being 
lobbied  to  enhance  infrastructure  safety,  the  two  nations  haven't  agreed 
on  how  to  settle  legal  obstacles.  An  old  idea  revived  by  the  Sept.  1  1 
terrorist  attacks,  a  revised  system  would  involve  numerous  agencies  in 
both  countries  in  the  decision. 

"This  reverse  clearance  proposal  has  a  number  of  sovereignty  and 
structure  issues  attached  to  it,"  said  Michel  Proulx,  spokesman  for  the 
Canada  Customs  and  Revenue  Agency  in  Ottawa. 

"There  are  a  lot  of  players  involved  in  all  of  this.  It's  difficult 

to  get  a  sound,  concrete  answer.  No  one  department  or  agency  would  be 

able  to  say  yes  or  no." 

There's  little  to  stop  someone  who  wanted  to  damage  the  Ambassador 
Bridge,  Detroit-Windsor  Tunnel,  or  even  Detroit  Metropolitan  Airport,  if 
the  crime  is  done  before  the  perpetrator  even  gets  to  an  inspection 
point,  critics  say. 

Besides  the  human  safety  concern,  destroying  any  one  of  the 
border-crossing  points  would  do  serious  harm  to  the  auto  industry,  one 
of  the  United  States'  economic  engines,  and  many  other  businesses  that 
rely  on  just-in-time  delivery  of  material.  Michigan  had  $70  billion  in 
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trade  with  Canada  in  2000. 

"Every  time  I  drive  through  that  tunnel,  I  expect  something  to 
happen,"  said  Jerome  Almon,  a  Detroiter  who  drives  to  and  from  Toronto 
at  least  twice  a  month. 

"Osama  bin  Laden  says  the  economy  is  what  they  want  to  attack,  and 
you  cannot  find  a  more  decimating  effect  than  that  bridge  or  tunnel  on 
our  economy.  You  will  kill  Detroit,  it's  over,  goodbye.  But  think  of  the 
effect  on  the  rest  of  America." 

Firearms  an  issue 

Aside  from  jurisdiction,  the  question  of  whether  U.S.  Customs  agents 
should  carry  firearms  in  Canada  is  of  particular  concern  to  Canadians. 
Canada  is  known  for  being  much  less  tolerant  of  guns  than  the  United 
States. 

"Our  Customs  officers  are  not  armed  and  at  this  point  in  time  we 
still  feel  there  is  no  reason  for  them  to  be,"  Proulx  said. 

"We  have  a  study  going  on  right  now  to  determine  whether  the  tools 
they  have  are  adequate  to  do  their  jobs  safely  and  with  full  security. 

The  U.S.  (agents)  are  (armed)  and  definitely  that  would  be  one  of  the 
snags  in  the  issue." 

The  preclearance  concept  does  have  precedent.  U.S.  Customs  agents 
inspect  U.S. -bound  passengers  at  six  Canadian  airports  so  they  don't 
have  to  be  routed  through  Customs  once  they  arrive  like  travelers  on 
flights  from  every  other  country,  said  former  Michigan  Gov.  James 
Blanchard. 

He  spearheaded  the  "open  skies"  agreement  when  he  was  U.S.  ambassador 
to  Canada. 

The  real  stumbling  block  to  doing  this  at  bridges  and  tunnels  will  be 
working  out  how  much  authority  each  side  is  given  to  enforce  the  other 
country's  laws,  he  said. 

"You  could  always  prevent  (a  suspicious  passenger)  from  getting  on 
the  plane,"  Blanchard  said.  "The  question  is  who  arrests  them,  can  they 
say  'I  choose  not  to  fly'  then  go  home,  or  do  we  hold  them?" 

Sen.  Carl  Levin,  D-Detroit,  said  he  thinks  all  of  the  issues  can  be 
worked  out. 

"The  only  impediment  here  is  bureaucratic  impediment,"  he  said.  "Even 
though  there's  supposed  to  be  an  urgency  after  Sept.  1 1 ,  there  seems  to 
be  some  unnecessary  foot-dragging." 

Levin  and  Sen.  Debbie  Stabenow,  D-Lansing,  sent  a  letter  to  Customs 
Commissioner  Robert  Bonner  on  Jan.  4,  insisting  on  a  progress  report  by 
Friday. 

"It  is  obvious  that  inspecting  vehicles  for  dangerous  contents  such 
as  bombs  or  explosives  after  they  enter  our  tunnels  or  cross  our  bridges 
is  inadequate,"  they  wrote. 

Customs  spokesman  Jim  Michie  said  he  wasn't  sure  when  a  decision 
would  be  made  on  reverse  inspections,  but  that  it  was  being  closely 
studied. 

Tighter  local  security 

Local  authorities  say  they've  taken  the  steps  they  can  to  bolster 
security. 
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Travelers  who  use  the  Detroit-Windsor  Tunnel  are  no  longer  allowed 
through  unless  operators  are  certain  they  can  make  to  the  other  side 
without  backups,  said  Cordon  Jarvis,  president  of  the  Detroit  &  Canada 
Tunnel  Corp. 

"If  there  is  an  incident  and  you  need  to  get  out,  there  is  space  for 
you  to  do  so,  and  there  are  fewer  cars  in  the  tunnel  at  any  one  time," 
Jarvis  said.  "It  also  makes  it  much  easier  for  us  to  identify  when  there 
are  incidents  in  the  tunnel." 

Jarvis  said  reverse  inspections  are  a  viable  option  at  the  tunnel, 
despite  the  smaller  queue  area,  compared  to  other  crossing  points  like 
the  Ambassador  Bridge. 

The  owners  of  the  Ambassador  Bridge  have  installed  new  lighting, 
fencing  and  surveillance  cameras,  as  well  as  armed  security  24  hours  a 
day,  said  Dan  Stamper,  president  of  the  Detroit  International  Bridge  Co. 
Stamper  said  the  bridge  company  is  paying  for  the  extra  security. 

"We're  not  sure  whose  responsibility  it  is  for  the  cost  of  security, 
but  we  are  not  in  the  position  to  say  it's  not  going  to  be  done,"  he 
said. 

The  bridge  authority  has  completed  plans  showing  that  logistically, 
preclearance  can  be  implemented  on  an  interim  basis  within  90  days, 
Stamper  said.  In  doing  so,  there  would  be  the  added  bonus  of  huge 
efficiencies  in  traffic  flow. 

"The  current  six  lanes  that  cross  the  border,  two  at  the  tunnel  and 
four  at  the  bridge,  become  traffic  lanes  and  not  parking  lots,"  Stamper 
said.  "It  increases  the  capacity  of  both  the  tunnel  and  the  bridge,  a 
lot  more  than  anything  else  we  can  do  today." 

Blue  Water  Bridge  study 

Bruce  Campbell,  the  engineer  manager  of  the  Blue  Water  Bridge,  said 
the  proposal  is  being  examined  as  part  of  a  long-term  security  review  of 
the  span  connecting  Port  Huron  with  Sarnia,  Ontario. 

With  the  Ambassador  Bridge  being  the  busiest  U.S. -Canada  entry  point, 
carrying  1  2  million  vehicles  a  year,  the  economic  implications  for  the 
region  are  enormous. 

"One  1  8-wheeler  goes  across  that  bridge  every  eight  seconds,"  said 
Carmine  Palombo,  director  of  transportation  planning  at  the  Southeast 
Michigan  Council  of  Governments. 

The  implications  for  the  bridge  and  tunnel  operators  are  significant 
as  well. 

"They're  all  looking  at  an  out-of-pocket  expense  they  hadn't 
anticipated,"  said  Neil  Gray,  director  of  government  affairs  at  the 
International  Bridge,  Tunnel  and  Turnpike  Association,  which  represents 
toll  agencies. 

"Nobody  wants  to  do  a  toll  increase  to  reflect  this,  in  fact  I'm  not 
sure  anyone  has  proposed  one,  but  it's  an  issue  we  are  all  having  to 
think  about." 

Protecting  airports  is  a  concern  as  well,  though  most  of  the 
attention  has  been  on  protecting  aircraft  against  air  piracy,  Capt. 

Duane  E.  Woerth,  president  of  the  Air  Line  Pilots  Association,  told 
senators  late  last  year. 
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Noting  that  airports  in  Rome  and  Vienna  have  been  hit,  Woerth  said 
he's  worried  terrorists  could  attack  ticket  counters,  check-in 
facilities  and  lines  of  passengers  waiting  outside. 

Airlines,  bridges  and  tunnels  are  experiencing  lower  traffic  flow 
because  of  leisure  travelers  concerned  about  terrorist  risks. 

Almon,  the  Detroiter  who  travels  to  Toronto  on  business,  said  he's  a 
former  combat  engineer  with  the  Army  and  he's  concerned  about  how  easily 
a  carload  of  explosives  put  together  with  store-bought  material  could 
take  out  the  bridge  or  tunnel. 

"At  the  mouth  of  the  Detroit  tunnel  sits  General  Motors  headquarters, 
a  terrorist  would  get  two  for  one  with  that,"  Almon  said.

The  Honorable  Mayor  Carolyn  Goodman: 

I  am  contacting  you  concerning  the  information  on  terrorism  below.  Due  to  2  incidents  in  Las  Vegas  and  my  familiarity 
with  terrorism,  I  sent  the  email  below  to  a  Las  Vegas  commander,  and  have  since  contacted  other  commanders, 
corporate,  and  a  Las  Vegas  politician  with  my  concerns.

Tighter  security  at  border  hits  snag 

Legal  issues  may  block  U.S.,  Canada  checks  before  crossing

WASHINGTON  —  Checking  travelers  between  the  United  States  and  Canada 
after  they've  crossed  the  border  —  which  some  liken  to  checking  airline 
passengers  after  they  land  —  is  being  scrutinized  by  officials 
concerned  that  bridges  and  tunnels  could  be  vulnerable  to  attack. 

Lawmakers  are  pressuring  the  U.S.  Customs  Service  and  Canadian 
officials  to  come  up  with  a  decision  this  week  on  whether  the  countries 
can  swap  inspection  locations. 

An  alternative  to  paying  a  toll,  crossing  the  bridge  or  tunnel,  and 
then  being  scrutinized  by  Customs  officials  once  inside  the  other 
country's  territory  is  to  do  inspections  before  crossing. 

Although  the  reverse  inspection  system  is  the  only  solution  being 
lobbied  to  enhance  infrastructure  safety,  the  two  nations  haven't  agreed 
on  how  to  settle  legal  obstacles.  An  old  idea  revived  by  the  Sept.  1  1 
terrorist  attacks,  a  revised  system  would  involve  numerous  agencies  in 
both  countries  in  the  decision. 

"This  reverse  clearance  proposal  has  a  number  of  sovereignty  and 
structure  issues  attached  to  it,"  said  Michel  Proulx,  spokesman  for  the 
Canada  Customs  and  Revenue  Agency  in  Ottawa. 

"There  are  a  lot  of  players  involved  in  all  of  this.  It's  difficult 

to  get  a  sound,  concrete  answer.  No  one  department  or  agency  would  be 

able  to  say  yes  or  no." 

There's  little  to  stop  someone  who  wanted  to  damage  the  Ambassador 
Bridge,  Detroit-Windsor  Tunnel,  or  even  Detroit  Metropolitan  Airport,  if 
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the  crime  is  done  before  the  perpetrator  even  gets  to  an  inspection 
point,  critics  say. 

Besides  the  human  safety  concern,  destroying  any  one  of  the 
border-crossing  points  would  do  serious  harm  to  the  auto  industry,  one 
of  the  United  States'  economic  engines,  and  many  other  businesses  that 
rely  on  just-in-time  delivery  of  material.  Michigan  had  $70  billion  in 
trade  with  Canada  in  2000. 

"Every  time  I  drive  through  that  tunnel,  I  expect  something  to 
happen,"  said  Jerome  Almon,  a  Detroiter  who  drives  to  and  from  Toronto 
at  least  twice  a  month. 

"Osama  bin  Laden  says  the  economy  is  what  they  want  to  attack,  and 
you  cannot  find  a  more  decimating  effect  than  that  bridge  or  tunnel  on 
our  economy.  You  will  kill  Detroit,  it's  over,  goodbye.  But  think  of  the 
effect  on  the  rest  of  America." 

Firearms  an  issue 

Aside  from  jurisdiction,  the  question  of  whether  U.S.  Customs  agents 
should  carry  firearms  in  Canada  is  of  particular  concern  to  Canadians. 
Canada  is  known  for  being  much  less  tolerant  of  guns  than  the  United 
States. 

"Our  Customs  officers  are  not  armed  and  at  this  point  in  time  we 
still  feel  there  is  no  reason  for  them  to  be,"  Proulx  said. 

"We  have  a  study  going  on  right  now  to  determine  whether  the  tools 
they  have  are  adequate  to  do  their  jobs  safely  and  with  full  security. 

The  U.S.  (agents)  are  (armed)  and  definitely  that  would  be  one  of  the 
snags  in  the  issue." 

The  preclearance  concept  does  have  precedent.  U.S.  Customs  agents 
inspect  U.S. -bound  passengers  at  six  Canadian  airports  so  they  don't 
have  to  be  routed  through  Customs  once  they  arrive  like  travelers  on 
flights  from  every  other  country,  said  former  Michigan  Gov.  James 
Blanchard. 

He  spearheaded  the  "open  skies"  agreement  when  he  was  U.S.  ambassador 
to  Canada. 

The  real  stumbling  block  to  doing  this  at  bridges  and  tunnels  will  be 
working  out  how  much  authority  each  side  is  given  to  enforce  the  other 
country's  laws,  he  said. 

"You  could  always  prevent  (a  suspicious  passenger)  from  getting  on 
the  plane,"  Blanchard  said.  "The  question  is  who  arrests  them,  can  they 
say  'I  choose  not  to  fly'  then  go  home,  or  do  we  hold  them?" 

Sen.  Carl  Levin,  D-Detroit,  said  he  thinks  all  of  the  issues  can  be 
worked  out. 

"The  only  impediment  here  is  bureaucratic  impediment,"  he  said.  "Even 
though  there's  supposed  to  be  an  urgency  after  Sept.  1 1 ,  there  seems  to 
be  some  unnecessary  foot-dragging." 

Levin  and  Sen.  Debbie  Stabenow,  D-Lansing,  sent  a  letter  to  Customs 
Commissioner  Robert  Bonner  on  Jan.  4,  insisting  on  a  progress  report  by 
Friday. 

"It  is  obvious  that  inspecting  vehicles  for  dangerous  contents  such 
as  bombs  or  explosives  after  they  enter  our  tunnels  or  cross  our  bridges 
is  inadequate,"  they  wrote. 
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Customs  spokesman  Jim  Michie  said  he  wasn't  sure  when  a  decision 
would  be  made  on  reverse  inspections,  but  that  it  was  being  closely 
studied. 

Tighter  local  security 

Local  authorities  say  they've  taken  the  steps  they  can  to  bolster 
security. 

Travelers  who  use  the  Detroit-Windsor  Tunnel  are  no  longer  allowed 
through  unless  operators  are  certain  they  can  make  to  the  other  side 
without  backups,  said  Cordon  Jarvis,  president  of  the  Detroit  &  Canada 
Tunnel  Corp. 

"If  there  is  an  incident  and  you  need  to  get  out,  there  is  space  for 
you  to  do  so,  and  there  are  fewer  cars  in  the  tunnel  at  any  one  time," 
Jarvis  said.  "It  also  makes  it  much  easier  for  us  to  identify  when  there 
are  incidents  in  the  tunnel." 

Jarvis  said  reverse  inspections  are  a  viable  option  at  the  tunnel, 
despite  the  smaller  queue  area,  compared  to  other  crossing  points  like 
the  Ambassador  Bridge. 

The  owners  of  the  Ambassador  Bridge  have  installed  new  lighting, 
fencing  and  surveillance  cameras,  as  well  as  armed  security  24  hours  a 
day,  said  Dan  Stamper,  president  of  the  Detroit  International  Bridge  Co. 
Stamper  said  the  bridge  company  is  paying  for  the  extra  security. 

"We're  not  sure  whose  responsibility  it  is  for  the  cost  of  security, 
but  we  are  not  in  the  position  to  say  it's  not  going  to  be  done,"  he 
said. 

The  bridge  authority  has  completed  plans  showing  that  logistically, 
preclearance  can  be  implemented  on  an  interim  basis  within  90  days, 
Stamper  said.  In  doing  so,  there  would  be  the  added  bonus  of  huge 
efficiencies  in  traffic  flow. 

"The  current  six  lanes  that  cross  the  border,  two  at  the  tunnel  and 
four  at  the  bridge,  become  traffic  lanes  and  not  parking  lots,"  Stamper 
said.  "It  increases  the  capacity  of  both  the  tunnel  and  the  bridge,  a 
lot  more  than  anything  else  we  can  do  today." 

Blue  Water  Bridge  study 

Bruce  Campbell,  the  engineer  manager  of  the  Blue  Water  Bridge,  said 
the  proposal  is  being  examined  as  part  of  a  long-term  security  review  of 
the  span  connecting  Port  Huron  with  Sarnia,  Ontario. 

With  the  Ambassador  Bridge  being  the  busiest  U.S. -Canada  entry  point, 
carrying  1  2  million  vehicles  a  year,  the  economic  implications  for  the 
region  are  enormous. 

"One  1  8-wheeler  goes  across  that  bridge  every  eight  seconds,"  said 
Carmine  Palombo,  director  of  transportation  planning  at  the  Southeast 
Michigan  Council  of  Governments. 

The  implications  for  the  bridge  and  tunnel  operators  are  significant 
as  well. 

"They're  all  looking  at  an  out-of-pocket  expense  they  hadn't 
anticipated,"  said  Neil  Cray,  director  of  government  affairs  at  the 
International  Bridge,  Tunnel  and  Turnpike  Association,  which  represents 
toll  agencies. 

"Nobody  wants  to  do  a  toll  increase  to  reflect  this,  in  fact  I'm  not 
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sure  anyone  has  proposed  one,  but  it's  an  issue  we  are  all  having  to 
think  about." 

Protecting  airports  is  a  concern  as  well,  though  most  of  the 
attention  has  been  on  protecting  aircraft  against  air  piracy,  Capt. 

Duane  E.  Woerth,  president  of  the  Air  Line  Pilots  Association,  told 
senators  late  last  year. 

Noting  that  airports  in  Rome  and  Vienna  have  been  hit,  Woerth  said 
he's  worried  terrorists  could  attack  ticket  counters,  check-in 
facilities  and  lines  of  passengers  waiting  outside. 

Airlines,  bridges  and  tunnels  are  experiencing  lower  traffic  flow 
because  of  leisure  travelers  concerned  about  terrorist  risks. 

Almon,  the  Detroiter  who  travels  to  Toronto  on  business,  said  he's  a 
former  combat  engineer  with  the  Army  and  he's  concerned  about  how  easily 
a  carload  of  explosives  put  together  with  store-bought  material  could 
take  out  the  bridge  or  tunnel. 

"At  the  mouth  of  the  Detroit  tunnel  sits  General  Motors  headquarters, 
a  terrorist  would  get  two  for  one  with  that,"  Almon  said.

Thank  you  for  taking  the  time  to  respond  to  my  correspondence,  I  know  you  must  be  extremely  busy  managing  the  Las 
Vegas.  My  correspondence  was  initiated  due  to  the  following: 

1 )  The  email  sent  to  Commander  Ted  Moody  was  due  to  2  incidents  I  witnessed,  and  due  to  my  experience  and 
background  in  the  area,  Las  Vegas  will  be  attacked  throughout  201  6,  that  is  multiple  times.  I  am  stating  this  based  the 
overall  plan  of  ISIS/AI  Qaeda  (the  Sunnis).  I  originally  warned  officials  in  what  is  now  DHS  and  the  revamped  DOJ  in  2001 . 
Due  to  the  situation  in  Belgium,  France,  and  the  rest  of  Western  Europe,  the  officials  there  have  now  reached  the  same 
conclusion  (as  have  respected  US  experts  such  as  ex  CIA  agent  Bob  Baer,  former  Bin  Laden  desk  chief  Michael,  Scheuer, 
Generals  Michael  Flynn  and  James  Mattis)

2)  Terrorists  have  already  reconned  the  Strip  and  the  Fremont  experience,  and  law  enforcement  should  act  on  that 
absolute.  I  have  described  what  the  attack  would  look  like  below. 

3)  The  two  incidents  consisted  of  an  Arab  male  40-45  years  doing  reconnaissance  on  the  Strip,  he  specifically  was 
concentrating  on  the  crowd  in  front  of  the  Bellagio  fountains.  Certain  behavior  from  the  individual  and  his  party  clearly 
indicated  he  was  on  a  scouting  mission.  To  be  direct,  there  were  numerous  incidents  of  this  type  of  behavior  by  Middle 
Easterners  during  this  period,  it  was  extraordinarily  heavy. 

The  second  incident  was  far  more  alarming.  During  a  1 1 4  degree  day,  an  Arab  male  in  his  early  20's  in  the  company  of  a 
his  wife  in  a  hijab  was  timing  the  traffic  and  lights  on  the  Strip  while  communicating  with  someone  via  text.  The  behavior 
of  the  male  and  his  wife  was  highly  unusual  for  an  Arab  male,  especially  outside  of  the  Middle  East.  Due  to  certain  other 
issues  concerning  the  males  behavior  and  the  position  of  certain  equipment,  it  became  clear  the  individual  had  been 
through  irregular  military  training/bomb  training. 

Based  on  the  my  having  grown  up  around  such  individuals,  they  have  made  the  decision  to  execute  their  plans. 

All  of  the  individuals  mentioned  in  my  prior  email  connected  to  Nada  Prouty,  La  Shish  restaurant,  and  the  incidents  in 
Michigan,  I  know  or  have  met.  Again,  it  is  a  mistake  to  underestimate  the  size  of  their  network  and  their  desire  to  carry 
out  their  missions. 


WHAT  THE  ATTACK  WILL  LOOK  LIKE  (NO  ONE  HAS  SEEN  THIS  INFORMATION  AS  OF  YET) 

Las  Vegas  represents  a  priority  terrorist  target  for  ISIS  and  Al  Qaeda  due  to  the  every  possible  Western  country  represented 
by  tourists,  the  celebrity  factor,  easy  access,  and  most  of  all  the  design  of  the  2  main  tourist  sites  being  a  terrorists  dream. 
Some  obvious,  some  not  so  obvious. 

FREMONT  EXPERIENCE 

As  you  can  know  the  Fremont  is  actually  a  several  blocks  long  tunnel  with  openings  at  either  end,  but  no  escape  routes  in 
between.  Terrorists  are  well  aware  of  the  site,  and  are  well  aware  that  the  civilians  at  the  site  are  comprised  95%+  of 
tourists.  The  site  is  a  shooting  gallery.  There  will  be  no  escape  for  the  tourists  and  they  would  be  running  directly  firing 
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squad  while  trying  to  escape  at  either  opening.

Due  to  the  physical  design  of  the  Strip,  the  attack  on  the  site  will  be  even  more  devastating  than  Fremont. 

The  Strip  has  sections  that: 

-Do  not  allow  pedestrians  to  cross  the  street-giving  them  no  escape  route  from  an  attack,  and  have  barriers  to  civilians 
fleeing  back  into  the  casinos  in  many  sections. 

-There  are  sections  of  the  Strip  that  corral  tourists  in  an  extremely  densely  packed  areas  (from  the  Linq  to  Harrah's  with  no 
escape  routes  to  the  North,  South,  East,  or  West-this  design  is  not  consistent,  but  exists  throughout  the  Strip.  If  any 
tourists  survived  these  areas  it  would  be  a  miracle  of  God. 

-Escalators  on  the  Strip  represent  the  same  threat  from  terrorists  as  the  sections  that  corral  tourists,  there  are  just  more 
tourists  in  these  areas.  The  tourists  won't  be  able  to  go  forward  or  backward.  An  even  worse  factor  is  that  the  escalators 
lead  to  elevated  walkways  that  cross  the  Strip  with  only  one  option  to  escape  the  terrorists  attackers -jump  off  into  the 
traffic  below  from  a  height  of  over  nearly  2  stories.  Each  of  the  walkways  and  each  of  escalators  would  be  filled  with  bodies 
surpassing  the  Bataclan  in  Paris  1  3  November  201  5. 


-The  motorized  traffic  on  the  Strip  represents  another  huge  danger  to  tourists.  The  traffic  is  backed  up  to  the  point  it 
takes  30  minutes  to  an  hour  to  go  a  mile  during  peak  seasons  (Spring/Summer).  With  special  events  it  is  even  worse. 

The  traffic  light  system  allows  for  terrorists  to  disable  the  motorized  vehicles  at  the  North  and  South  ends  of  the  Strip  and 
attack  the  buses,  autos,  and  tourist  vehicles  that  cannot  move  North  or  South,  nor  can  they  go  East  or  West  due  to  the 
casinos.  The  San  Bernadino  terrorists  had  a  similar  plan  for  the  freeway  system  in  California  (as  sent  in  the  previous  email 
http://www.latimes.com/local/lanow/la-me-ln-san-bernardino-marquez-201  5121  7-story.html).  They  may  simply  drive 
vehicles  to  the  designated  traffic  lights,  or  use  their  vehicles  as  truck  bombs.  They  may  attack  tourists  in  vehicles  to 
achieve  the  halt  of  moving  traffic,  I  would  be  ready  for  any  scenario  and  be  prepared  to  have  kill  units  ready  to  address  the 
attackers  all  the  way  down  to  tow  trucks.  Speed  is  the  key  to  disrupting  the  plot  and  negating  the  physical  damage  at 
either  target  location. 

-  The  casinos  are  no  different  than  the  Taj  Mahal  and  Oberoi  hotels  Mumbai  that  were  attacked  in  2008,  with  the  exception 
there  are  far  more  targets.  Terrorists  have  decided  to  attack  the  casino-hotels  for  the  same  reason  they  attacked  the  hotels 
in  Mumbai  https: / /www. youtube. com /watch?v=eBKTekkYy-E&nohtml 5  =  False:

-To  this  point,  the  EU  and  US  authorities  responsible  for  security  from  the  political,  intelligence,  and  security/law 
enforcement  entities  have  failed  to  see  the  big  picture,  and  worse  the  grand  picture,  and  this  is  lethal.

-They  will  own  restaurants  as  in  the  case  of  La  Shish  https://www.fbi.gov/news/stories/2007/november/prouty_l  1 1  307,  a 
convenient  meeting  place  that  does  not  arouse  suspicion.  The  restaurant  and  stores  also  allow  for  endless  money 
laundering  and  financial  support  of  the  terror  network. 

-As  with  the  Sarasota  case,  there  are  very  high  level  visitors  to  Las  Vegas  involved  in  plotting  attacks  in  Las  Vegas  i.e.  a 
Godfather.  There  is  an  example  of  this  I  can  discuss  with  the  utmost  confidentiality.  There  are  hundreds  of  people  that 
know  of  real  world  terrorist  plots  directed  at  Nevada,  and  are  not  going  to  say  1  word.  When  I  stated  that  everyone  who 
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knew  Nada  Prouty  and  the  owner  of  La  Shish  were  involved  with  Hezbollah,  that  is  literal.  Although,  Hezbollah  are  Shia's 
and  ISIS  and  Al  Qaeda  are  Sunnis,  they  do  work  together  in  the  US  as  they  do  abroad,  i.e.  the  Palestinian  Sunni  military 
wing  Izzedine  Al  Qassam  working  with  Hezbollah's  military  wings,  which  go  by  several  names.

I  am  contacting  you  concerning  the  information  on  terrorism  below.  Due  to  2  incidents  in  Las  Vegas  and  my 
familiarity  with  terrorism,  I  sent  the  email  below  to  a  Las  Vegas  commander,  and  have  since  contacted  other 
commanders,  corporate,  and  a  Las  Vegas  politician  with  my  concerns.  Unfortunately,  the  response  was  as 
inadequate  as  the  response  the  FBI  agents,  civilians,  and  well  known  individuals  experienced  when  warning  top 
DC  officials  about  9/11.

I  feel  it  is  necessary  to  reintroduce  this  information  (  I  will  send  a  copy  of 
thisinf ormation  to  US  Senator  Carl  Levin.)  I  have  made  compliants  against  certain 
procedures  and  individuals  at  the  Detroit/Windsor  border  crossing.  I  also  corresponded  with 
the  Canadian  Minister  for  Immigration  (Elinor  Caplan)  concerning  the  fact  that  even  the 
supervisors  at  the  Canadian  border  do  not  understand  much  of  the  information  they  need  to 
concerning  legitimate  vs.  false  documentation.  (I  unfortunately  am  able  to  prove  this 
point.)  Meaning  if  say  a  person  was  on  a  wanted  list  -the  Canadians  often  ask  the  person  to 
interpret  the  information.

Tighter  security  at  border  hits  snag 

Legal  issues  may  block  U.S.,  Canada  checks  before  crossing

WASHINGTON  —  Checking  travelers  between  the  United  States  and  Canada 
after  they've  crossed  the  border  —  which  some  liken  to  checking  airline 
passengers  after  they  land  —  is  being  scrutinized  by  officials 
concerned  that  bridges  and  tunnels  could  be  vulnerable  to  attack. 

Lawmakers  are  pressuring  the  U.S.  Customs  Service  and  Canadian 
officials  to  come  up  with  a  decision  this  week  on  whether  the  countries 
can  swap  inspection  locations. 

An  alternative  to  paying  a  toll,  crossing  the  bridge  or  tunnel,  and 
then  being  scrutinized  by  Customs  officials  once  inside  the  other 
country's  territory  is  to  do  inspections  before  crossing. 

Although  the  reverse  inspection  system  is  the  only  solution  being 
lobbied  to  enhance  infrastructure  safety,  the  two  nations  haven't  agreed 
on  how  to  settle  legal  obstacles.  An  old  idea  revived  by  the  Sept.  1 1 
terrorist  attacks,  a  revised  system  would  involve  numerous  agencies  in 
both  countries  in  the  decision. 

"This  reverse  clearance  proposal  has  a  number  of  sovereignty  and 
structure  issues  attached  to  it,"  said  Michel  Proulx,  spokesman  for  the 
Canada  Customs  and  Revenue  Agency  in  Ottawa. 

"There  are  a  lot  of  players  involved  in  all  of  this.  It's  difficult 

to  get  a  sound,  concrete  answer.  No  one  department  or  agency  would  be 

able  to  say  yes  or  no." 

There's  little  to  stop  someone  who  wanted  to  damage  the  Ambassador 
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Bridge,  Detroit-Windsor  Tunnel,  or  even  Detroit  Metropolitan  Airport,  if 
the  crime  is  done  before  the  perpetrator  even  gets  to  an  inspection 
point,  critics  say. 

Besides  the  human  safety  concern,  destroying  any  one  of  the 
border-crossing  points  would  do  serious  harm  to  the  auto  industry,  one 
of  the  United  States'  economic  engines,  and  many  other  businesses  that 
rely  on  just-in-time  delivery  of  material.  Michigan  had  $70  billion  in 
trade  with  Canada  in  2000. 

"Every  time  I  drive  through  that  tunnel,  I  expect  something  to 
happen,"  said  Jerome  Almon,  a  Detroiter  who  drives  to  and  from  Toronto 
at  least  twice  a  month. 

"Osama  bin  Laden  says  the  economy  is  what  they  want  to  attack,  and 
you  cannot  find  a  more  decimating  effect  than  that  bridge  or  tunnel  on 
our  economy.  You  will  kill  Detroit,  it's  over,  goodbye.  But  think  of  the 
effect  on  the  rest  of  America." 

Firearms  an  issue 

Aside  from  jurisdiction,  the  question  of  whether  U.S.  Customs  agents 
should  carry  firearms  in  Canada  is  of  particular  concern  to  Canadians. 
Canada  is  known  for  being  much  less  tolerant  of  guns  than  the  United 
States. 

"Our  Customs  officers  are  not  armed  and  at  this  point  in  time  we 
still  feel  there  is  no  reason  for  them  to  be,"  Proulx  said. 

"We  have  a  study  going  on  right  now  to  determine  whether  the  tools 
they  have  are  adequate  to  do  their  jobs  safely  and  with  full  security. 

The  U.S.  (agents)  are  (armed)  and  definitely  that  would  be  one  of  the 
snags  in  the  issue." 

The  preclearance  concept  does  have  precedent.  U.S.  Customs  agents 
inspect  U.S. -bound  passengers  at  six  Canadian  airports  so  they  don't 
have  to  be  routed  through  Customs  once  they  arrive  like  travelers  on 
flights  from  every  other  country,  said  former  Michigan  Gov.  James 
Blanchard. 

He  spearheaded  the  "open  skies"  agreement  when  he  was  U.S.  ambassador 
to  Canada. 

The  real  stumbling  block  to  doing  this  at  bridges  and  tunnels  will  be 
working  out  how  much  authority  each  side  is  given  to  enforce  the  other 
country's  laws,  he  said. 

"You  could  always  prevent  (a  suspicious  passenger)  from  getting  on 
the  plane,"  Blanchard  said.  "The  question  is  who  arrests  them,  can  they 
say  'I  choose  not  to  fly'  then  go  home,  or  do  we  hold  them?" 

Sen.  Carl  Levin,  D-Detroit,  said  he  thinks  all  of  the  issues  can  be 
worked  out. 

"The  only  impediment  here  is  bureaucratic  impediment,"  he  said.  "Even 
though  there's  supposed  to  be  an  urgency  after  Sept.  1 1 ,  there  seems  to 
be  some  unnecessary  foot-dragging." 

Levin  and  Sen.  Debbie  Stabenow,  D-Lansing,  sent  a  letter  to  Customs 
Commissioner  Robert  Bonner  on  Jan.  4,  insisting  on  a  progress  report  by 
Friday. 

"It  is  obvious  that  inspecting  vehicles  for  dangerous  contents  such 
as  bombs  or  explosives  after  they  enter  our  tunnels  or  cross  our  bridges 
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is  inadequate,"  they  wrote. 

Customs  spokesman  Jim  Michie  said  he  wasn't  sure  when  a  decision 
would  be  made  on  reverse  inspections,  but  that  it  was  being  closely 
studied. 

Tighter  local  security 

Local  authorities  say  they've  taken  the  steps  they  can  to  bolster 
security. 

Travelers  who  use  the  Detroit-Windsor  Tunnel  are  no  longer  allowed 
through  unless  operators  are  certain  they  can  make  to  the  other  side 
without  backups,  said  Cordon  Jarvis,  president  of  the  Detroit  &  Canada 
Tunnel  Corp. 

"If  there  is  an  incident  and  you  need  to  get  out,  there  is  space  for 
you  to  do  so,  and  there  are  fewer  cars  in  the  tunnel  at  any  one  time," 
Jarvis  said.  "It  also  makes  it  much  easier  for  us  to  identify  when  there 
are  incidents  in  the  tunnel." 

Jarvis  said  reverse  inspections  are  a  viable  option  at  the  tunnel, 
despite  the  smaller  queue  area,  compared  to  other  crossing  points  like 
the  Ambassador  Bridge. 

The  owners  of  the  Ambassador  Bridge  have  installed  new  lighting, 
fencing  and  surveillance  cameras,  as  well  as  armed  security  24  hours  a 
day,  said  Dan  Stamper,  president  of  the  Detroit  International  Bridge  Co. 
Stamper  said  the  bridge  company  is  paying  for  the  extra  security. 

"We're  not  sure  whose  responsibility  it  is  for  the  cost  of  security, 
but  we  are  not  in  the  position  to  say  it's  not  going  to  be  done,"  he 
said. 

The  bridge  authority  has  completed  plans  showing  that  logistically, 
preclearance  can  be  implemented  on  an  interim  basis  within  90  days, 
Stamper  said.  In  doing  so,  there  would  be  the  added  bonus  of  huge 
efficiencies  in  traffic  flow. 

"The  current  six  lanes  that  cross  the  border,  two  at  the  tunnel  and 
four  at  the  bridge,  become  traffic  lanes  and  not  parking  lots,"  Stamper 
said.  "It  increases  the  capacity  of  both  the  tunnel  and  the  bridge,  a 
lot  more  than  anything  else  we  can  do  today." 

Blue  Water  Bridge  study 

Bruce  Campbell,  the  engineer  manager  of  the  Blue  Water  Bridge,  said 
the  proposal  is  being  examined  as  part  of  a  long-term  security  review  of 
the  span  connecting  Port  Huron  with  Sarnia,  Ontario. 

With  the  Ambassador  Bridge  being  the  busiest  U.S. -Canada  entry  point, 
carrying  1  2  million  vehicles  a  year,  the  economic  implications  for  the 
region  are  enormous. 

"One  1  8-wheeler  goes  across  that  bridge  every  eight  seconds,"  said 
Carmine  Palombo,  director  of  transportation  planning  at  the  Southeast 
Michigan  Council  of  Governments. 

The  implications  for  the  bridge  and  tunnel  operators  are  significant 
as  well. 

"They're  all  looking  at  an  out-of-pocket  expense  they  hadn't 
anticipated,"  said  Neil  Cray,  director  of  government  affairs  at  the 
International  Bridge,  Tunnel  and  Turnpike  Association,  which  represents 
toll  agencies.

"Nobody  wants  to  do  a  toll  increase  to  reflect  this,  in  fact  I'm  not 
sure  anyone  has  proposed  one,  but  it's  an  issue  we  are  all  having  to 
think  about." 

Protecting  airports  is  a  concern  as  well,  though  most  of  the 
attention  has  been  on  protecting  aircraft  against  air  piracy,  Capt. 

Duane  E.  Woerth,  president  of  the  Air  Line  Pilots  Association,  told 
senators  late  last  year. 

Noting  that  airports  in  Rome  and  Vienna  have  been  hit,  Woerth  said 
he's  worried  terrorists  could  attack  ticket  counters,  check-in 
facilities  and  lines  of  passengers  waiting  outside. 

Airlines,  bridges  and  tunnels  are  experiencing  lower  traffic  flow 
because  of  leisure  travelers  concerned  about  terrorist  risks. 

Almon,  the  Detroiter  who  travels  to  Toronto  on  business,  said  he's  a 
former  combat  engineer  with  the  Army  and  he's  concerned  about  how  easily 
a  carload  of  explosives  put  together  with  store-bought  material  could 
take  out  the  bridge  or  tunnel. 

"At  the  mouth  of  the  Detroit  tunnel  sits  General  Motors  headquarters, 
a  terrorist  would  get  two  for  one  with  that,"  Almon  said.

The  Honorable  Mayor  Carolyn  Goodman: 

I  am  contacting  you  concerning  the  information  on  terrorism  below.  Due  to  2  incidents  in  Las  Vegas  and  my  familiarity 
with  terrorism,  I  sent  the  email  below  to  a  Las  Vegas  commander,  and  have  since  contacted  other  commanders, 
corporate,  and  a  Las  Vegas  politician  with  my  concerns.

I  find  the  allegations 
completely  credible  due  to  the  carbon  copy  stories  from  the  females,  and  the  profile  of  the  females-  all  attractive  teen 
or  near  teen  girls  traveling  alone.

Certainly  with  all  the  alleged  dangers  facing  Americans  and  the  gaping  holes  in 
border  security  at  the  various  ports  of  entry,  DHS  does  not  have  the  luxury  expending  valuable  energy  and  tax  payers 
money  on  sexually  harassing  female  travelers.

Tighter  security  at  border  hits  snag 

Legal  issues  may  block  U.S.,  Canada  checks  before  crossing

WASHINGTON  —  Checking  travelers  between  the  United  States  and  Canada 
after  they've  crossed  the  border  —  which  some  liken  to  checking  airline 
passengers  after  they  land  —  is  being  scrutinized  by  officials 
concerned  that  bridges  and  tunnels  could  be  vulnerable  to  attack. 

Lawmakers  are  pressuring  the  U.S.  Customs  Service  and  Canadian 
officials  to  come  up  with  a  decision  this  week  on  whether  the  countries 
can  swap  inspection  locations. 

An  alternative  to  paying  a  toll,  crossing  the  bridge  or  tunnel,  and 
then  being  scrutinized  by  Customs  officials  once  inside  the  other 
country's  territory  is  to  do  inspections  before  crossing. 

Although  the  reverse  inspection  system  is  the  only  solution  being 
lobbied  to  enhance  infrastructure  safety,  the  two  nations  haven't  agreed 
on  how  to  settle  legal  obstacles.  An  old  idea  revived  by  the  Sept.  1  1 
terrorist  attacks,  a  revised  system  would  involve  numerous  agencies  in 
both  countries  in  the  decision. 

"This  reverse  clearance  proposal  has  a  number  of  sovereignty  and 
structure  issues  attached  to  it,"  said  Michel  Proulx,  spokesman  for  the 
Canada  Customs  and  Revenue  Agency  in  Ottawa. 

"There  are  a  lot  of  players  involved  in  all  of  this.  It's  difficult 

to  get  a  sound,  concrete  answer.  No  one  department  or  agency  would  be 

able  to  say  yes  or  no." 

There's  little  to  stop  someone  who  wanted  to  damage  the  Ambassador 
Bridge,  Detroit-Windsor  Tunnel,  or  even  Detroit  Metropolitan  Airport,  if 
the  crime  is  done  before  the  perpetrator  even  gets  to  an  inspection 
point,  critics  say. 

Besides  the  human  safety  concern,  destroying  any  one  of  the 
border-crossing  points  would  do  serious  harm  to  the  auto  industry,  one 
of  the  United  States'  economic  engines,  and  many  other  businesses  that 
rely  on  just-in-time  delivery  of  material.  Michigan  had  $70  billion  in 
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trade  with  Canada  in  2000. 

"Every  time  I  drive  through  that  tunnel,  I  expect  something  to 
happen,"  said  Jerome  Almon,  a  Detroiter  who  drives  to  and  from  Toronto 
at  least  twice  a  month. 

"Osama  bin  Laden  says  the  economy  is  what  they  want  to  attack,  and 
you  cannot  find  a  more  decimating  effect  than  that  bridge  or  tunnel  on 
our  economy.  You  will  kill  Detroit,  it's  over,  goodbye.  But  think  of  the 
effect  on  the  rest  of  America." 

Firearms  an  issue 

Aside  from  jurisdiction,  the  question  of  whether  U.S.  Customs  agents 
should  carry  firearms  in  Canada  is  of  particular  concern  to  Canadians. 
Canada  is  known  for  being  much  less  tolerant  of  guns  than  the  United 
States. 

"Our  Customs  officers  are  not  armed  and  at  this  point  in  time  we 
still  feel  there  is  no  reason  for  them  to  be,"  Proulx  said. 

"We  have  a  study  going  on  right  now  to  determine  whether  the  tools 
they  have  are  adequate  to  do  their  jobs  safely  and  with  full  security. 

The  U.S.  (agents)  are  (armed)  and  definitely  that  would  be  one  of  the 
snags  in  the  issue." 

The  preclearance  concept  does  have  precedent.  U.S.  Customs  agents 
inspect  U.S. -bound  passengers  at  six  Canadian  airports  so  they  don't 
have  to  be  routed  through  Customs  once  they  arrive  like  travelers  on 
flights  from  every  other  country,  said  former  Michigan  Gov.  James 
Blanchard. 

He  spearheaded  the  "open  skies"  agreement  when  he  was  U.S.  ambassador 
to  Canada. 

The  real  stumbling  block  to  doing  this  at  bridges  and  tunnels  will  be 
working  out  how  much  authority  each  side  is  given  to  enforce  the  other 
country's  laws,  he  said. 

"You  could  always  prevent  (a  suspicious  passenger)  from  getting  on 
the  plane,"  Blanchard  said.  "The  question  is  who  arrests  them,  can  they 
say  'I  choose  not  to  fly'  then  go  home,  or  do  we  hold  them?" 

Sen.  Carl  Levin,  D-Detroit,  said  he  thinks  all  of  the  issues  can  be 
worked  out. 

"The  only  impediment  here  is  bureaucratic  impediment,"  he  said.  "Even 
though  there's  supposed  to  be  an  urgency  after  Sept.  1 1 ,  there  seems  to 
be  some  unnecessary  foot-dragging." 

Levin  and  Sen.  Debbie  Stabenow,  D-Lansing,  sent  a  letter  to  Customs 
Commissioner  Robert  Bonner  on  Jan.  4,  insisting  on  a  progress  report  by 
Friday. 

"It  is  obvious  that  inspecting  vehicles  for  dangerous  contents  such 
as  bombs  or  explosives  after  they  enter  our  tunnels  or  cross  our  bridges 
is  inadequate,"  they  wrote. 

Customs  spokesman  Jim  Michie  said  he  wasn't  sure  when  a  decision 
would  be  made  on  reverse  inspections,  but  that  it  was  being  closely 
studied. 

Tighter  local  security 

Local  authorities  say  they've  taken  the  steps  they  can  to  bolster 
security.

Travelers  who  use  the  Detroit-Windsor  Tunnel  are  no  longer  allowed 
through  unless  operators  are  certain  they  can  make  to  the  other  side 
without  backups,  said  Cordon  Jarvis,  president  of  the  Detroit  &  Canada 
Tunnel  Corp. 

"If  there  is  an  incident  and  you  need  to  get  out,  there  is  space  for 
you  to  do  so,  and  there  are  fewer  cars  in  the  tunnel  at  any  one  time," 
Jarvis  said.  "It  also  makes  it  much  easier  for  us  to  identify  when  there 
are  incidents  in  the  tunnel." 

Jarvis  said  reverse  inspections  are  a  viable  option  at  the  tunnel, 
despite  the  smaller  queue  area,  compared  to  other  crossing  points  like 
the  Ambassador  Bridge. 

The  owners  of  the  Ambassador  Bridge  have  installed  new  lighting, 
fencing  and  surveillance  cameras,  as  well  as  armed  security  24  hours  a 
day,  said  Dan  Stamper,  president  of  the  Detroit  International  Bridge  Co. 
Stamper  said  the  bridge  company  is  paying  for  the  extra  security. 

"We're  not  sure  whose  responsibility  it  is  for  the  cost  of  security, 
but  we  are  not  in  the  position  to  say  it's  not  going  to  be  done,"  he 
said. 

The  bridge  authority  has  completed  plans  showing  that  logistically, 
preclearance  can  be  implemented  on  an  interim  basis  within  90  days, 
Stamper  said.  In  doing  so,  there  would  be  the  added  bonus  of  huge 
efficiencies  in  traffic  flow. 

"The  current  six  lanes  that  cross  the  border,  two  at  the  tunnel  and 
four  at  the  bridge,  become  traffic  lanes  and  not  parking  lots,"  Stamper 
said.  "It  increases  the  capacity  of  both  the  tunnel  and  the  bridge,  a 
lot  more  than  anything  else  we  can  do  today." 

Blue  Water  Bridge  study 

Bruce  Campbell,  the  engineer  manager  of  the  Blue  Water  Bridge,  said 
the  proposal  is  being  examined  as  part  of  a  long-term  security  review  of 
the  span  connecting  Port  Huron  with  Sarnia,  Ontario. 

With  the  Ambassador  Bridge  being  the  busiest  U.S. -Canada  entry  point, 
carrying  1  2  million  vehicles  a  year,  the  economic  implications  for  the 
region  are  enormous. 

"One  1  8-wheeler  goes  across  that  bridge  every  eight  seconds,"  said 
Carmine  Palombo,  director  of  transportation  planning  at  the  Southeast 
Michigan  Council  of  Governments. 

The  implications  for  the  bridge  and  tunnel  operators  are  significant 
as  well. 

"They're  all  looking  at  an  out-of-pocket  expense  they  hadn't 
anticipated,"  said  Neil  Gray,  director  of  government  affairs  at  the 
International  Bridge,  Tunnel  and  Turnpike  Association,  which  represents 
toll  agencies. 

"Nobody  wants  to  do  a  toll  increase  to  reflect  this,  in  fact  I'm  not 
sure  anyone  has  proposed  one,  but  it's  an  issue  we  are  all  having  to 
think  about." 

Protecting  airports  is  a  concern  as  well,  though  most  of  the 
attention  has  been  on  protecting  aircraft  against  air  piracy,  Capt. 

Duane  E.  Woerth,  president  of  the  Air  Line  Pilots  Association,  told 
senators  late  last  year. 
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Noting  that  airports  in  Rome  and  Vienna  have  been  hit,  Woerth  said 
he's  worried  terrorists  could  attack  ticket  counters,  check-in 
facilities  and  lines  of  passengers  waiting  outside. 

Airlines,  bridges  and  tunnels  are  experiencing  lower  traffic  flow 
because  of  leisure  travelers  concerned  about  terrorist  risks. 

Almon,  the  Detroiter  who  travels  to  Toronto  on  business,  said  he's  a 
former  combat  engineer  with  the  Army  and  he's  concerned  about  how  easily 
a  carload  of  explosives  put  together  with  store-bought  material  could 
take  out  the  bridge  or  tunnel. 

"At  the  mouth  of  the  Detroit  tunnel  sits  General  Motors  headquarters, 
a  terrorist  would  get  two  for  one  with  that,"  Almon  said.

Well,  this  is  certainly. ..interesting.  I  do  not  recall  having  seen  or  heard  of  such  communications  from  this  person  until  now.  I  will 
forward  the  string  to  the  Fusion  Center  to  follow  up  on.

We  work  very  hard  to  ensure  communication,  cooperation  and  coordination  with  our  local  government 
agencies,  the  private  sector  and  our  state  and  federal  partners  to  be  prepared  to  achieve  our  5  mission  areas:  prevent,  protect, 
mitigate,  respond,  recover  from  terror  attack. 

I  am  forwarding  your  concerns  to  our  Joint  Terrorism  Task  Force  and  the  Southern  Nevada  Counter  Terrorism  Center  for  further 
investigation.  If  you  have  knowledge  of  specific  planned  targets,  modes  of  attack,  or  dates  and  times  of  planned  attack,  please 
file  a  SAR  (Suspicious  Activity  Report)  as  soon  as  possible  with  our  Counter  Terrorism  Center.  This  report  may  be  sent  anonymously 
if  so  desired." 

I  hope  this  is  satisfactory  for  your  use.  Please  let  me  know  if  he  persists  with  non-specific  information  about  how  much  danger  we 
are  in.  Thank  you!

The  Honorable  Mayor  Carolyn  Goodman: 

I  am  contacting  you  concerning  the  information  on  terrorism  below.  Due  to  2  incidents  in  Las  Vegas  and  my  familiarity 
with  terrorism,  I  sent  the  email  below  to  a  Las  Vegas  commander,  and  have  since  contacted  other  commanders, 
corporate,  and  a  Las  Vegas  politician  with  my  concerns.  Unfortunately,  the  response  was  as  inadequate  as  the  response 
the  FBI  agents,  civilians,  and  well  known  individuals  experienced  when  warning  top  DC  officials  about  9/11.  This  is  why 
I  and  others  are  so  reluctant  to  contact  authorities  concerning  the  issue,  and  specifically  why  I  hesitated  to  contact  the 
Las  Vegas  commander  with  my  original  warning  (due  to  what  I  witnessed  in  Las  Vegas).  If  it  were  not  for  the  fact  so 
many  EU,  Australian,  Chinese,  and  Indian  friends/kids  that  I  know  visit  Las  Vegas  I  would  just  ignore  the  situation  and 
let  it  happen  and  then  say  I  told  you  so  to  the  media.  (I  am  also  covering  myself  by  having  proof  that  I  did  warn  every 
authority  responsible  for  public  safety  in  Las  Vegas,  the  US,  and  abroad.)

A)  Special  response  teams  will  not  get  to  the  site  in  time,  and  must  be  in  place  PRIOR  to  any  incident  in  the  immediate 
area. 

B)  CONTAIN  AND  A7ZZ-officers  must  be  prepared  to  neutralize  the  terrorist  at  the  point  of  attack,  i.e.  the  attacker  cannot 
be  allowed  out  of  the  building,  off  the  block,  or  off  the  side  of  the  street  where  they  attacked  (Las  Vegas  Blvd  is  a  perfect 
kill  zone  for  a  terrorist  due  to  its  geography,  such  as  the  inability  to  cross  the  Strip  in  certain  areas  combined  with  the 
natural  traffic  volume.)

Tighter  security  at  border  hits  snag 

Legal  issues  may  block  U.S.,  Canada  checks  before  crossing

WASHINGTON  —  Checking  travelers  between  the  United  States  and  Canada 
after  they've  crossed  the  border  —  which  some  liken  to  checking  airline 
passengers  after  they  land  —  is  being  scrutinized  by  officials 
concerned  that  bridges  and  tunnels  could  be  vulnerable  to  attack. 

Lawmakers  are  pressuring  the  U.S.  Customs  Service  and  Canadian 
officials  to  come  up  with  a  decision  this  week  on  whether  the  countries 
can  swap  inspection  locations. 

An  alternative  to  paying  a  toll,  crossing  the  bridge  or  tunnel,  and 
then  being  scrutinized  by  Customs  officials  once  inside  the  other 
country's  territory  is  to  do  inspections  before  crossing. 

Although  the  reverse  inspection  system  is  the  only  solution  being 
lobbied  to  enhance  infrastructure  safety,  the  two  nations  haven't  agreed 
on  how  to  settle  legal  obstacles.  An  old  idea  revived  by  the  Sept.  1 1 
terrorist  attacks,  a  revised  system  would  involve  numerous  agencies  in 
both  countries  in  the  decision. 

"This  reverse  clearance  proposal  has  a  number  of  sovereignty  and 
structure  issues  attached  to  it,"  said  Michel  Proulx,  spokesman  for  the 
Canada  Customs  and  Revenue  Agency  in  Ottawa. 

"There  are  a  lot  of  players  involved  in  all  of  this.  It's  difficult 

to  get  a  sound,  concrete  answer.  No  one  department  or  agency  would  be 

able  to  say  yes  or  no." 

There's  little  to  stop  someone  who  wanted  to  damage  the  Ambassador 
Bridge,  Detroit-Windsor  Tunnel,  or  even  Detroit  Metropolitan  Airport,  if 
the  crime  is  done  before  the  perpetrator  even  gets  to  an  inspection 
point,  critics  say. 

Besides  the  human  safety  concern,  destroying  any  one  of  the 
border-crossing  points  would  do  serious  harm  to  the  auto  industry,  one 
of  the  United  States'  economic  engines,  and  many  other  businesses  that 
rely  on  just-in-time  delivery  of  material.  Michigan  had  $70  billion  in 
trade  with  Canada  in  2000. 

"Every  time  I  drive  through  that  tunnel,  I  expect  something  to 
happen,"  said  Jerome  Almon,  a  Detroiter  who  drives  to  and  from  Toronto 
at  least  twice  a  month. 

"Osama  bin  Laden  says  the  economy  is  what  they  want  to  attack,  and 
you  cannot  find  a  more  decimating  effect  than  that  bridge  or  tunnel  on 
our  economy.  You  will  kill  Detroit,  it's  over,  goodbye.  But  think  of  the 
effect  on  the  rest  of  America." 

Firearms  an  issue 

Aside  from  jurisdiction,  the  question  of  whether  U.S.  Customs  agents 
should  carry  firearms  in  Canada  is  of  particular  concern  to  Canadians. 

Canada  is  known  for  being  much  less  tolerant  of  guns  than  the  United 
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States. 

"Our  Customs  officers  are  not  armed  and  at  this  point  in  time  we 
still  feel  there  is  no  reason  for  them  to  be,"  Proulx  said. 

"We  have  a  study  going  on  right  now  to  determine  whether  the  tools 
they  have  are  adequate  to  do  their  jobs  safely  and  with  full  security. 

The  U.S.  (agents)  are  (armed)  and  definitely  that  would  be  one  of  the 
snags  in  the  issue." 

The  preclearance  concept  does  have  precedent.  U.S.  Customs  agents 
inspect  U.S. -bound  passengers  at  six  Canadian  airports  so  they  don't 
have  to  be  routed  through  Customs  once  they  arrive  like  travelers  on 
flights  from  every  other  country,  said  former  Michigan  Gov.  James 
Blanchard. 

He  spearheaded  the  "open  skies"  agreement  when  he  was  U.S.  ambassador 
to  Canada. 

The  real  stumbling  block  to  doing  this  at  bridges  and  tunnels  will  be 
working  out  how  much  authority  each  side  is  given  to  enforce  the  other 
country's  laws,  he  said. 

"You  could  always  prevent  (a  suspicious  passenger)  from  getting  on 
the  plane,"  Blanchard  said.  "The  question  is  who  arrests  them,  can  they 
say  'I  choose  not  to  fly'  then  go  home,  or  do  we  hold  them?" 

Sen.  Carl  Levin,  D-Detroit,  said  he  thinks  all  of  the  issues  can  be 
worked  out. 

"The  only  impediment  here  is  bureaucratic  impediment,"  he  said.  "Even 
though  there's  supposed  to  be  an  urgency  after  Sept.  1  1 ,  there  seems  to 
be  some  unnecessary  foot-dragging." 

Levin  and  Sen.  Debbie  Stabenow,  D-Lansing,  sent  a  letter  to  Customs 
Commissioner  Robert  Bonner  on  Jan.  4,  insisting  on  a  progress  report  by 
Friday. 

"It  is  obvious  that  inspecting  vehicles  for  dangerous  contents  such 
as  bombs  or  explosives  after  they  enter  our  tunnels  or  cross  our  bridges 
is  inadequate,"  they  wrote. 

Customs  spokesman  Jim  Michie  said  he  wasn't  sure  when  a  decision 
would  be  made  on  reverse  inspections,  but  that  it  was  being  closely 
studied. 

Tighter  local  security 

Local  authorities  say  they've  taken  the  steps  they  can  to  bolster 
security. 

Travelers  who  use  the  Detroit-Windsor  Tunnel  are  no  longer  allowed 
through  unless  operators  are  certain  they  can  make  to  the  other  side 
without  backups,  said  Cordon  Jarvis,  president  of  the  Detroit  &  Canada 
Tunnel  Corp. 

"If  there  is  an  incident  and  you  need  to  get  out,  there  is  space  for 
you  to  do  so,  and  there  are  fewer  cars  in  the  tunnel  at  any  one  time," 

Jarvis  said.  "It  also  makes  it  much  easier  for  us  to  identify  when  there 
are  incidents  in  the  tunnel." 

Jarvis  said  reverse  inspections  are  a  viable  option  at  the  tunnel, 
despite  the  smaller  queue  area,  compared  to  other  crossing  points  like 
the  Ambassador  Bridge. 

The  owners  of  the  Ambassador  Bridge  have  installed  new  lighting, 
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fencing  and  surveillance  cameras,  as  well  as  armed  security  24  hours  a 
day,  said  Dan  Stamper,  president  of  the  Detroit  International  Bridge  Co. 
Stamper  said  the  bridge  company  is  paying  for  the  extra  security. 

"We're  not  sure  whose  responsibility  it  is  for  the  cost  of  security, 
but  we  are  not  in  the  position  to  say  it's  not  going  to  be  done,"  he 
said. 

The  bridge  authority  has  completed  plans  showing  that  logistically, 
preclearance  can  be  implemented  on  an  interim  basis  within  90  days, 
Stamper  said.  In  doing  so,  there  would  be  the  added  bonus  of  huge 
efficiencies  in  traffic  flow. 

"The  current  six  lanes  that  cross  the  border,  two  at  the  tunnel  and 
four  at  the  bridge,  become  traffic  lanes  and  not  parking  lots,"  Stamper 
said.  "It  increases  the  capacity  of  both  the  tunnel  and  the  bridge,  a 
lot  more  than  anything  else  we  can  do  today." 

Blue  Water  Bridge  study 

Bruce  Campbell,  the  engineer  manager  of  the  Blue  Water  Bridge,  said 
the  proposal  is  being  examined  as  part  of  a  long-term  security  review  of 
the  span  connecting  Port  Huron  with  Sarnia,  Ontario. 

With  the  Ambassador  Bridge  being  the  busiest  U.S. -Canada  entry  point, 
carrying  1  2  million  vehicles  a  year,  the  economic  implications  for  the 
region  are  enormous. 

"One  1  8-wheeler  goes  across  that  bridge  every  eight  seconds,"  said 
Carmine  Palombo,  director  of  transportation  planning  at  the  Southeast 
Michigan  Council  of  Governments. 

The  implications  for  the  bridge  and  tunnel  operators  are  significant 
as  well. 

"They're  all  looking  at  an  out-of-pocket  expense  they  hadn't 
anticipated,"  said  Neil  Cray,  director  of  government  affairs  at  the 
International  Bridge,  Tunnel  and  Turnpike  Association,  which  represents 
toll  agencies. 

"Nobody  wants  to  do  a  toll  increase  to  reflect  this,  in  fact  I'm  not 
sure  anyone  has  proposed  one,  but  it's  an  issue  we  are  all  having  to 
think  about." 

Protecting  airports  is  a  concern  as  well,  though  most  of  the 
attention  has  been  on  protecting  aircraft  against  air  piracy,  Capt. 

Duane  E.  Woerth,  president  of  the  Air  Line  Pilots  Association,  told 
senators  late  last  year. 

Noting  that  airports  in  Rome  and  Vienna  have  been  hit,  Woerth  said 
he's  worried  terrorists  could  attack  ticket  counters,  check-in 
facilities  and  lines  of  passengers  waiting  outside. 

Airlines,  bridges  and  tunnels  are  experiencing  lower  traffic  flow 
because  of  leisure  travelers  concerned  about  terrorist  risks. 

Almon,  the  Detroiter  who  travels  to  Toronto  on  business,  said  he's  a 
former  combat  engineer  with  the  Army  and  he's  concerned  about  how  easily 
a  carload  of  explosives  put  together  with  store-bought  material  could 
take  out  the  bridge  or  tunnel. 

"At  the  mouth  of  the  Detroit  tunnel  sits  General  Motors  headquarters, 
a  terrorist  would  get  two  for  one  with  that,"  Almon  said.

President  Barack  Obama  on  Friday  defended  his  administration's  response  to  a  pre¬ 
election  hack  of  the  Democratic  National  Committee  that  has  been  publicly  attributed 
to  Russia,  repeatedly  asserting  that  the  U.S.  government  handled  the  incident 
appropriately  and  suggesting  that  further  retaliation  is  still  to  come. 

DOL  Floats  Anti-Bias  Rule  For  Apprenticeships 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Labor  on  Friday  issued  a  new  rule  updating  equal 
employment  opportunity  protections  in  apprenticeships  to  include  greater  protections 
for  individuals  over  40  as  well  as  for  disability,  genetic  information  and  sexual 
orientation.

Texas  Voter  ID  Case  Returns  to  Court 


_ Texas’s  strict  photo  ID  law  violates  Section  2  of  the  Voting  Rights  Act  and  was  passed  by  the 

legislature  with  intent  to  discriminate,  the  Brennan  Center  and  others  argued  in  a  brief  filed  Tuesday  in  the  Fifth  Circuit  Court  of 
Appeals.  A  U.S.  district  court  judge  struck  down  the  law  last  October,  but  the  Supreme  Court  allowed  it  to  remain  in  effect  for  the  2014 
election,  potentially  disenfranchising  thousands  of  Texans.  The  Fifth  Circuit  is  currently  hearing  Texas’s  appeal  of  the  district  court 
ruling.  The  Brennan  Center  is  part  of  the  legal  team  challenging  the  law.  Oral  arguments  are  set  for  the  end  of  April.

“It  is  very  gratifying  to  have  so  many  of  the  nation’s  top  experts  on  legal  ethics  weighing  in,” 
said  Matthew  Menendez.  “When  millions  are  spent  on  behalf  of  judicial  candidates,  all  kinds  of  new  issues  arise.  These  justices  should 
follow  the  rules  for  when  to  step  aside.”

Mrs  Mayor  Goodman: 

I  work  in  the  Fire  Alarm  Office  and  have  for  15  years.  Our  office  staff  is  painfully  struggling  thru  a  massive 
staff  shortage.  We  are  severly  understaffed  and  have  been  for  years  now.  Our  employees  are  working 
massive  amounts  of  overtime  to  keep  our  staffing  requirements  to  safe  levels.  Our  employees  are 
working  extra  shifts,  up  to  16  hour  days  with  only  an  8  hour  break  in  between  and  we  are  falling  apart  at 
the  seams.  Our  E-staff  is  telling  us  that  the  hold  up  to  hire  new  employees  is  due  to  lack  of  personnel  at 
Human  Resources  being  able  to  fast  track  our  hiring  procedure  and  we  are  being  placed  on  a  waiting  list 
in  the  city  before  any  new  hiring  process  can  even  be  started.  People  with  10  plus  years  on  the  job  are 
quiting  because  their  family  life  is  struggling  due  to  the  demands  being  placed  on  our  employees.  These 
are  great  employees,  hard  working  ,  and  dedicated  employees  who  help  save  lives  everyday.  Without 
staffing  there  wont  be  enough  personnel  to  answer  9-1 1  calls  from  the  public  and  hold  times  will  increase. 
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Our  call  volume  has  doubled  since  2000  and  yet  our  manpower  has  barely  changed  during  that  time.  We 
are  fighting  for  this  city  and  county  to  be  safe  however  we  need  personnel  immediately.

I  work  in  the  Fire  Alarm  Office  and  have  for  15  years.  Our  office  staff  is  painfully  struggling  thru  a  massive 
staff  shortage.  We  are  severly  understaffed  and  have  been  for  years  now.  Our  employees  are  working 
massive  amounts  of  overtime  to  keep  our  staffing  requirements  to  safe  levels.  Our  employees  are 
working  extra  shifts,  up  to  16  hour  days  with  only  an  8  hour  break  in  between  and  we  are  falling  apart  at 
the  seams.  Our  E-staff  is  telling  us  that  the  hold  up  to  hire  new  employees  is  due  to  lack  of  personnel  at 
Human  Resources  being  able  to  fast  track  our  hiring  procedure  and  we  are  being  placed  on  a  waiting  list 
in  the  city  before  any  new  hiring  process  can  even  be  started.

The  U.S.  House  of  Representatives  on  Friday  passed  a  bill  to  bar  the  Federal 
Communications  Commission  from  regulating  rates  charged  for  access  to 
broadband  Internet,  a  move  the  bill’s  supporters  claimed  is  necessary  to  avoid  the 
commission  abusing  its  authority  under  its  contentious  net  neutrality  rule.

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New  Jersey-based  Freedom  Mortgage  Corp.  on  Friday  agreed  to  pay  $113  million 
to  resolve  False  Claims  Act  allegations  for  knowingly  originating  and  underwriting 
mortgage  loans  that  didn’t  qualify  for  Federal  Housing  Administration  insurance, 
causing  substantial  losses  to  the  government  when  the  loans  defaulted.

Mrs  Mayor  Goodman: 

I  work  in  the  Fire  Alarm  Office  and  have  for  15  years.  Our  office  staff  is  painfully  struggling  thru  a  massive 
staff  shortage.  We  are  severly  understaffed  and  have  been  for  years  now.  Our  employees  are  working 
massive  amounts  of  overtime  to  keep  our  staffing  requirements  to  safe  levels.  Our  employees  are 
working  extra  shifts,  up  to  16  hour  days  with  only  an  8  hour  break  in  between  and  we  are  falling  apart  at 
the  seams.  Our  E-staff  is  telling  us  that  the  hold  up  to  hire  new  employees  is  due  to  lack  of  personnel  at 
Human  Resources  being  able  to  fast  track  our  hiring  procedure  and  we  are  being  placed  on  a  waiting  list 
in  the  city  before  any  new  hiring  process  can  even  be  started.  People  with  10  plus  years  on  the  job  are 
quiting  because  their  family  life  is  struggling  due  to  the  demands  being  placed  on  our  employees.  These 
are  great  employees,  hard  working  ,  and  dedicated  employees  who  help  save  lives  everyday.  Without 
staffing  there  wont  be  enough  personnel  to  answer  9-1 1  calls  from  the  public  and  hold  times  will  increase. 

Our  call  volume  has  doubled  since  2000  and  yet  our  manpower  has  barely  changed  during  that  time.  We 
are  fighting  for  this  city  and  county  to  be  safe  however  we  need  personnel  immediately.  I  have  never 
written  city  hall  about  our  problems  ever  but  our  cries  for  help  are  not  being  answered.  I  have  talked  to 
our  chiefs  numerous  times  and  our  hiring  is  at  a  snails  pace.  We  have  only  5  people  in  a  training  class 
where  we  need  15.  We  need  15  people  now. 

I  am  begging  that  HR  please  fast  track  our  hiring  process.  It  is  critical  so  we  are  not  having  9-1 1  calls  be 
left  on  hold  or  go  unanswered.  Please  help  us.  We  are  doing  everything  we  can  to  serve  our  public. 
However  without  adequate  manpower  more  employees  will  leave  us.  We  can  not  afford  to  lose  any  more 
employees.  I  do  not  wish  to  be  a  whistleblower  here  and  hope  that  my  name  be  confidential  for  fear  of 
retaliation.  I  love  my  job  ,  we  just  need  help.

Mrs  Mayor  Goodman: 

I  work  in  the  Fire  Alarm  Office  and  have  for  15  years.  Our  office  staff  is  painfully  struggling  thru  a  massive 
staff  shortage.  We  are  severly  understaffed  and  have  been  for  years  now.  Our  employees  are  working 
massive  amounts  of  overtime  to  keep  our  staffing  requirements  to  safe  levels.  Our  employees  are 
working  extra  shifts,  up  to  16  hour  days  with  only  an  8  hour  break  in  between  and  we  are  falling  apart  at 
the  seams.  Our  E-staff  is  telling  us  that  the  hold  up  to  hire  new  employees  is  due  to  lack  of  personnel  at 
Human  Resources  being  able  to  fast  track  our  hiring  procedure  and  we  are  being  placed  on  a  waiting  list 
in  the  city  before  any  new  hiring  process  can  even  be  started.  People  with  10  plus  years  on  the  job  are 
quiting  because  their  family  life  is  struggling  due  to  the  demands  being  placed  on  our  employees.  These 
are  great  employees,  hard  working  ,  and  dedicated  employees  who  help  save  lives  everyday.  Without 
staffing  there  wont  be  enough  personnel  to  answer  9-1 1  calls  from  the  public  and  hold  times  will  increase. 

Our  call  volume  has  doubled  since  2000  and  yet  our  manpower  has  barely  changed  during  that  time.  We 
are  fighting  for  this  city  and  county  to  be  safe  however  we  need  personnel  immediately.  I  have  never 
written  city  hall  about  our  problems  ever  but  our  cries  for  help  are  not  being  answered.  I  have  talked  to 
our  chiefs  numerous  times  and  our  hiring  is  at  a  snails  pace.  We  have  only  5  people  in  a  training  class 
where  we  need  15.  We  need  15  people  now. 

I  am  begging  that  HR  please  fast  track  our  hiring  process.  It  is  critical  so  we  are  not  having  9-1 1  calls  be 
left  on  hold  or  go  unanswered.  Please  help  us.  We  are  doing  everything  we  can  to  serve  our  public. 
However  without  adequate  manpower  more  employees  will  leave  us.  We  can  not  afford  to  lose  any  more 
employees.  I  do  not  wish  to  be  a  whistleblower  here  and  hope  that  my  name  be  confidential  for  fear  of 
retalliation.  I  love  my  job  ,  we  just  need  help.

Compensation  of  employed  and  contracted  physicians  continues  to  be  the 
focus  of  high  profile  OIG  and  Department  of  Justice  cases  under  the  False 
Claims  Act.

The  landmark  global  climate  change  deal  brokered  in  Paris  cleared  an  important 
hurdle  this  week  when  it  secured  enough  official  support  to  go  into  effect,  but  experts 
say  the  biggest  hurdle  —  signatory  countries  turning  their  emissions,  clean  energy 
and  climate  adaptation  financing  goals  from  mere  promises  into  reality  —  still  lies 
ahead. 

Uber  Gets  OK  To  Run  In  Philly  In  Reversal  Of  Day-Old  Order 

Uber  and  Lyft  will  be  able  to  operate  in  Philadelphia  after  a  Pennsylvania  appellate 
judge  on  Friday  granted  an  emergency  petition  from  Uber  Technologies  Inc. 
reversing  an  order  from  a  state  judge  barring  ride-hailing  activities  one  day  earlier. 

Spanish  Agency  To  Probe  WhatsApp,  Facebook  Data-Sharing 

The  Spanish  Data  Protection  Agency  has  added  its  voice  to  the  choir  of  privacy 
regulators  concerned  about  WhatsApp’s  plan  to  begin  sharing  user  data  with  parent 
company  Facebook,  saying  Wednesday  that  it  will  look  into  the  mobile  messenger’s 
new  practice. 

Feds,  Sierra  Club  Urge  10th  Circ.  To  Reinstate  Fracking  Rules 

The  federal  government  and  the  Sierra  Club  urged  the  Tenth  Circuit  on  Friday  to 
overturn  a  federal  judge's  decision  to  nix  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management's 
regulations  governing  hydraulic  fracturing  on  federal  and  Native  American  lands, 
saying  the  rule  is  within  the  BLM's  authority. 

Tax  Pros  Push  Tweaks  In  New  IRS  Partnership  Audit  Rules 

The  American  Institute  of  Certified  Professional  Accountants  urged  the  Internal 
Revenue  Service  on  Friday  to  consider  a  series  of  recommendations  for  its  new 
partnership  audit  regime,  as  the  agency  susses  out  how  to  implement  major  reforms 
recently  mandated  by  Congress. 

Menendez  Faces  Renewed  Corruption  Charges 

A  federal  grand  jury  revived  a  handful  of  previously  dismissed  criminal  corruption 
charges  against  Sen.  Robert  Menendez,  D-N.J.,  and  a  prominent  political  donor, 
returning  a  superseding  indictment  Thursday  that  prosecutors  say  cures  a  charging 
defect  regarding  allegations  of  official  acts  done  in  exchange  for  campaign  and  legal 
defense  fund  donations. 

US  Accuses  Russia  Of  Hacking  DNC  To  Tamper  With  Elections 
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U.S.  officials  on  Friday  said  the  Russian  government  was  behind  a  cyberattack  of 
the  Democratic  National  Committee  that  led  to  the  disclosure  of  tens  of  thousands  of 
internal  emails  on  WikiLeaks  and  elsewhere,  saying  the  hack  was  “intended  to 
interfere  with  the  U.S.  election  process.”

An  American  Farm  Bureau  Federation-led  coalition  of  industry  groups  said  Friday 
that  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  should  review  the  Sixth  Circuit  decision  to  assert 
exclusive  jurisdiction  to  review  the  controversial  Clean  Water  Rule,  and  end  “once 
and  for  all”  the  jurisdictional  quandary  that  has  led  to  suits  scattered  nationwide. 

API  Looks  To  Pause  Suit  Over  EPA's  Tribal  Land  Oil,  Gas  Rule 

The  American  Petroleum  Institute  has  moved  to  pause  its  D.C.  Circuit  challenge  to 
the  U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency’s  plan  to  limit  emissions  of  harmful  air 
pollutants  and  streamline  the  preconstruction  permitting  process  for  oil  and  natural 
gas  production  and  natural  gas  processing  industries  operating  in  Indian  Country. 

New  Pa.  Fracking  Regs  To  Finally  Take  Effect 

A  long-anticipated  set  of  updates  to  rules  governing  hydraulic  fracturing  at  oil  and 
gas  wells  in  Pennsylvania  went  into  effect  Saturday,  in  spite  of  a  last-ditch  effort  from 
an  industry  group  to  delay  their  publication.

The  NCAA  said  Friday  that  the  2017  men’s  basketball  tournament  games  pulled 
from  North  Carolina  over  the  state’s  controversial  transgender  bathroom  law  will 
instead  be  played  in  Greenville,  South  Carolina,  marking  the  first  time  South 
Carolina  will  host  tournament  games  since  the  NCAA  lifted  a  ban  on  the  Palmetto 
State  after  it  agreed  to  stop  displaying  the  Confederate  flag.

Mrs  Mayor  Goodman: 

I  work  in  the  Fire  Alarm  Office  and  have  for  15  years.  Our  office  staff  is  painfully  struggling  thru  a  massive 
staff  shortage.  We  are  severly  understaffed  and  have  been  for  years  now.  Our  employees  are  working 
massive  amounts  of  overtime  to  keep  our  staffing  requirements  to  safe  levels.  Our  employees  are 
working  extra  shifts,  up  to  16  hour  days  with  only  an  8  hour  break  in  between  and  we  are  falling  apart  at 
the  seams.  Our  E-staff  is  telling  us  that  the  hold  up  to  hire  new  employees  is  due  to  lack  of  personnel  at 
Human  Resources  being  able  to  fast  track  our  hiring  procedure  and  we  are  being  placed  on  a  waiting  list 
in  the  city  before  any  new  hiring  process  can  even  be  started.  People  with  10  plus  years  on  the  job  are 
quiting  because  their  family  life  is  struggling  due  to  the  demands  being  placed  on  our  employees.  These 
are  great  employees,  hard  working  ,  and  dedicated  employees  who  help  save  lives  everyday.  Without 
staffing  there  wont  be  enough  personnel  to  answer  9-1 1  calls  from  the  public  and  hold  times  will  increase. 

Our  call  volume  has  doubled  since  2000  and  yet  our  manpower  has  barely  changed  during  that  time.  We 
are  fighting  for  this  city  and  county  to  be  safe  however  we  need  personnel  immediately.  I  have  never 
written  city  hall  about  our  problems  ever  but  our  cries  for  help  are  not  being  answered.  I  have  talked  to 
our  chiefs  numerous  times  and  our  hiring  is  at  a  snails  pace.  We  have  only  5  people  in  a  training  class 
where  we  need  15.  We  need  15  people  now. 

I  am  begging  that  HR  please  fast  track  our  hiring  process.  It  is  critical  so  we  are  not  having  9-1 1  calls  be 
left  on  hold  or  go  unanswered.  Please  help  us.  We  are  doing  everything  we  can  to  serve  our  public. 
However  without  adequate  manpower  more  employees  will  leave  us.  We  can  not  afford  to  lose  any  more 
employees.  I  do  not  wish  to  be  a  whistleblower  here  and  hope  that  my  name  be  confidential  for  fear  of 
retalliation.  I  love  my  job  ,  we  just  need  help.
